Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law upon 
the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass. by Charles J. Harrold, 
Constable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the Town Clerk 
seven days before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members 
elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town 
Meeting Members met in the Town Hall in said Town on Thursday, March 
13, 1952 at 7:45 o’clock in the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the 
entrance to the meeting place and was in charge of George W. Johnston 
and Edward C. Cullen, Election Officers.

6. All motor vehicles in excess of one-half ton rated capacity, and 
all other motorized equipment and other machinery or equipment de- 
signed for employment by the town in construction work or maintenance 
work akin to construction, which shall be purchased by the town here- 
after, shall be purchased only with the approval of the Public Works 
Council. 


7. No change is to be made in the statutory functions, preroga- 
tives, rights and duties of the Board of Park Commissioners, of the 
Board of Cemetery Commissioners, of the Superintendent of Streets, 
of the Tree Warden, and of the Water and Sewer Board, as each of 
these Boards and Commissioners are presently constituted and estab- 
lished.

Pursuant to the vote of adjournment on March 18, 1952, the Town 
Meeting Members met in the Town Hall on Monday, March 20, 1952, notices 
having been sent by mail by the Town Clerk to the two hundred twenty- 
eight (228) Town Meeting Members and notices having been posted in 
each of the six Precincts. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the 
entrance to the meeting place and was in charge of George W. Johnston 
and Edward C. Cullen, Election Officers. The list contained the names of 
two hundred twenty-eight (228) Town Meeting Members qualified to vote 
and participate in Town Meetings in Winchester. 

The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the meeting 
showed that one hundred sixty-four (164) Town Meeting Members at- 
tended the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Philip P. Wadsworth, Moderator, 
at 7:48 o’clock P.M. 

After a few remarks by Robert F. Guild regarding the death of Arthur 
W. Dean, who was a member of the Planning Board for about thirty-five 
years, all persons in the Hall stood for a moment of silence in respect to 
his memory.

In any Single Residence wee: designated and marked “A” on the 
zoning map there shall be provided for each dwelling house hereafter con- 
structed a lot containing not less than 15,000 square feet and not less than 
120 feet wide; in all Single Residence Districts not so designated, there 
shall be provided for each dwelling house hereafter constructed a lot con- 
taining not less than 10,000 square feet and not less than 100 feet wide; 
in the General Residence Districts, there shall be provided for each single 
dwelling house hereafter constructed a lot containing not less than 6,500 
square feet and not less than 65 feet wide, and for a dwelling house for 
more than one family a lot containing not less than 3,750 square feet for 
each family accommodated therein and not less than 65 feet wide; and in 
all Single and General Residence Districts, no dwelling house shall here- 
after be constructed on a lot which does not abut on at least one street for 
a distance of at least 50 feet. For the purpose of this Section, lot width is 
to be measured through that part of the dwelling where the lot is narrowest. 

Provided, however, that nothing contained in this Section shall prevent 
the construction or placing of any building on any lot having a smaller 
area, width, or frontage, if such lot on the effective date hereof did not 
adjoin other land of the same owner available for use in connection with 
said lot. 


SECTION 8B 
Add a new Section 8B as follows:

Section 8B. VISION CLEARANCE. In all Single and General Resi- 
dence Districts, within the triangular area formed by the lines of inter-

houses upon subdivisions or any or all of the lots thereof, although contain- 
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ing less area or width or frontage, than is hereby prescribed, subject to 
such limitations of time and other conditions as it may impose, whenever, 
after a public hearing, it shall find that—(1) adjoining areas have been 
previously developed by the construction of houses on lots generally smaller 
than is prescribed by this section and the standard of the neighborhood so 
established does not reasonably require a subdivision of the applicant’s 
land into lots as large as is hereby prescribed; or (2) lots as large as is 
hereby prescribed would not be readily salable and could not be economically 
or advantageously used for building purposes because of the proximity of 
the land to through ways bearing heavy traffic or to a railroad or because 
of other physical conditions or characteristics affecting it but not affecting 
generally the zoning district. 


SECTION 8B 


Add a new Section 8B as follows: 


Section 8B. VISION CLEARANCE. In all Single and General Resi- 
dence Districts, within the triangular area formed by the side lines of inter- 
secting streets and a line joining points on such lines 20: feet distant from 
their point of intersection (or in the case of a rounded corner, the point of 
intersection of such lines if projected), no building or structure shall be 
constructed, and no foliage allowed to exist between a height of 4 feet and 
8 feet above the plane through the finished grades of the streets. 

Vote: Unanimous Vote. 


The foregoing amendments to the Zoning By-Laws were approved, with 
the exception of Section 2-C (1) (the words “private school, college,” “or 
other private educational purpose not conducted for: profit”; Section 2-C (7) 
a—in its entirety and Section 7-D 2—in its entirety, which were disapproved 
by Francis E. Kelly, Attorney General, on October 27, 1952.

Voted, That until such time as the changes, amendments or repeals to 
the Zoning By-Laws of the Town, voted at this meeting, become effective 
by approval of the Attorney General in accordance with the provisions of 
General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 32, that the existing Zoning By-Laws of 
the Town shall remain in full force and effect, notwithstanding any Town 
vote to change, amend or repeal the same, such votes being intended to 
take effect only when and if legally approved.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


For the Selectmen, as for other Town boards, this past year has been a 
very busy one. Continued growth of the Town, with its attendant problems, 
has resulted in many extra meetings for the Board as well as in. progres- 
sively longer sessions of our regular Monday night meetings. 

In addition to the regular administration of the various Town depart- 
ments under our control, whose detailed reports are printed separately, our 
Board has been concerned with a number of problems about which we are 
pleased to report our activities and present our views. 


Grade Crossing 

Probably the most important single problem facing the Town this year 
has been the grade crossing elimination project now being undertaken by 
the State Department of Public Works. At the session of the Annual Town 
Meeting March 20, 1952, Winchester’s Town Meeting members voted 151 
to 1 to approve the present plan of eliminating the grade crossing in the 
Center by raising the railroad tracks and directed the Board of Selectmen 
to continue its negotiations in this matter with the Deparment of Public 
Works. In connection with the referendum thereafter held on this question 
April 22, the Selectmen issued a special report on the grade crossing project 
to which reference is made for details of the history of the problem, of the 
postwar developments, of the description of the proposed elevation, of the 
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need for elimination of the crossing and of the expected cost to the Town 
of the present project. The referendum election sustained the action of the 
Town Meeting by a vote of 3120 to 1744. Since the referendum this Board 
has kept in touch with the Department of Public Works and with their en- 
gineers, Thomas Worcester, Inc. The engineering work, particularly with 
regard to the layout of temporary tracks during the course of construction, 
has gone more slowly than had been anticipated but it is now expected that 
the engineering will be completed shortly, at least to the point where the 
Selectmen will be able to present to a special meeting a more definite idea of 
the ultimate cost to the Town. It is now clear that the temporary tracks 
are to be located to the west of the present right of way, thus keeping land 
damages in any event to a figure substantially below what they would have 
been had the temporary tracks been located to the east of the present tracks 
so as to require the elimination of the store buildings lying between Thomp- 
son Street and the railroad line. 


Town Planning 

The Board of Selectmen has been very much concerned this year, as it 
has been increasingly since the war, with the problem of subdivision con- 
trol. Under the present system no Town board has any substantial author- 
ity to regulate subdivision developments in the best interests of the Town. 
The only power in this regard consists of the power of the Selectmen acting 
as a Board of Survey to establish the lines and grades to which access 
roads in new developments will have to be constructed if and when ac- 
cepted as public ways. Unfortunately this leaves it open to developers to 
construct houses without regard to what will be the grade of the street in 
front of them when it is accepted and the result in a number of instances 
has been that when the Town has accepted a new street and constructed 
it to the surveyed layout the abutters find their houses either substantially 
above or substantially below the new street surface, with attendant prob- 
lems both in drainage and landscaping and in driveway construction. At 
the last Annual Town Meeting our Board requested the Town to adopt the 
permissive legislation which is available and which would grant further 
powers to the Board of Survey in this regard, including powers to require 
new streets to be finished to the surveyed grade by the developer if that is 
deemed necessary. The Town at that meeting rejected this proposed leg- 
islation but our experience since then has only served to underline the prob- - 
lem and strengthen our convictions that acceptance of the new powers 
either in this Board or in the Planning Board is essential to the proper 
development of Winchester. 

A further problem which has come before us and as to which we have 
conferred with the Planning Board relates to the proper balance of resi- 
dential property and industrial property in the Town from a tax rate 
standpoint. In particular the Selectmen now have under their control for 
purposes of disposition a large tract of land lying at the foot of Tufts Road 
and extending from there to the railroad tracks. It is possible that this 
land should be developed for some type of light manufacturing or other 
inoffensive industry but, pending receipt of a recommendation from the

Planning Board after the studies in which it is now engaged, the Select- 
men have made no decision on this subject. 


Accepted Ways 

The large numbers of newly developed streets has necessarily resulted 
in greatly increased requests for acceptance and public construction of those 
streets since the war. The policy of past Boards, which has been continued 
by our Board, has been to recommend for acceptance each year a substan- 
tial number of new streets but not necessarily to recommend acceptance 
and construction of all private ways whose abutting owners request accept- 
ance. It is our feeling that developers should leave their streets at least 
in passable condition and that the citizens of the Town as a whole should 
not be faced with a sharp increase in the tax rate in order to construct 
all streets immediately upon request and without regard to proper long 
range financing. Even without including three streets whose acceptance 
has been sought, our Board is recommending an Accepted Ways budget 
which is approximately $5,000.00 greater than the same budget for 1952. 


Public Works Cooperation 

This past year has seen further development through the Public Works 
Council of cooperation between Town departments with regard to the use 
of heavy equipment in the interests of economy. The Board has been rep- 
resented at each of the monthly meetings of the Public Works Council, 
whose report appears separately. Our Board feels that Public Works co- 
operation is proceeding very well and that some further experience should 
be had under the present system before the organization of a Public Works 
Department as such is again considered. 


‘Personnel Correlation 

The Selectmen have also worked this year in cooperation with the 
newly formed Personnel Board in an effort to insure equitable wages and 
job classifications for comparable work in the various Town departments. 
Along these lines a table of organization of the Highway Department has 
been carefully worked out and put in effect. 


Town Accountancy 

There have been two changes in the office of Town Accountant during 
the year 1952 and the Board believes that the present Town Accountant, 
James J. Costello, is eminently fitted for the job and is rendering very con- 
structive service. At Mr. Costello’s suggestion the Board has recommended, 
and the Finance Committee has approved, a number of changes in book- 
keeping methods and use of “vendors’ files’? which we believe will greatly 
improve the efficiency of the Town Accountant’s office and, by relieving the 
Town Accountant of considerable time-consuming clerical work, will free 
him to perform additional services by way of research and investigation 
for our Board and for the Finance Committee as well as for the Personnel 
Board and the newly formed committee on centralized purchasing. 
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Centralized Purchasing 

As recommended by the Town Manager Committee at the last Annual 
Town Meeting, this Board has made a study of the desirability of further 
centralization of purchasing throughout the Town. At present centralized 
purchasing is already in effect ‘with regard to coal and fuel oil, with com- 
petitive bids being taken for the requirements of the School Department 
and the Library Trustees as well as for the Town Hall, the Police and Fire 
Departments and the Town Yard. The Selectmen have also appointed a 
committee of three citizens to study the degree to which centralized pur- 
chasing can be extended without creating expenses of administration which 
would overcome the savings which might result. With the “vendors’ files” 
which will be available to them hereafter (so that this committee can tell 
accurately how much is being paid in the aggregate by all Town depart- 
ments, both for certain types of equipment and for supplies, to any given 
outside business organization) we should hope that by next year we shall 
be able to make definite recommendations to the Town concerning possible 
extension of centralized purchasing. 


Parking 

There are now well in excess of 5,000 motor vehicles registered in Win- 
chester and no statistic is necessary to prove that the parking problem is 
becoming acute. Since the Town has more than once rejected proposals for 
the installation of parking meters our Board has worked closely with the 
Police Department, with the Superintendent of Streets and with the Plan- 
ning Board in an attempt to develop further off-street parking facilities. 
We propose to present an Article to the forthcoming Town Meeting calling 
for the acquisition of further off-street parking areas, especially a sizable 
tract of land lying in back of the property on Church Street south of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Station. We have also made an effort to im- 
prove parking facilities as well as the flow of traffic and have decreased 
permitted lengths of time of parking in order to force all-day parkers to 
leave their cars outside of the business district and to make the down town 
areas more available to shoppers. 


Speeding and Traffic Control 

This year, as in the past, the Board has received numerous requests 
for the erection of “Slow” signs and ‘Caution, Children” signs at points 
throughout the Town. We have erected such signs in those locations where 
we have felt that they would have some effect but we feel the point has 
probably been reached in Winchester where such signs are so numerous as 
to lose their effectiveness. It is our feeling that the principal deterrent to 
speeding and dangerous operation of motor vehicles remains the police offi- 
cer, with his shrill whistle and foot on the running board, and the Chief 
of Police has cooperated with us in a special attempt to enforce speeding 
regulations. With regard to Main Street and to Grove Street, which have 
been two of the most frequent sources of complaint, we have requested the 
state to establish speed limits in the same way as speed limits have been 
set on Cambridge Street. The studies and speed checks which are the neces- 
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sary preliminaries to the establishment of special speed limits are now be- 
ing carried on on both of these streets. We propose to request that the 
Town authorize the erection of traffic signals at the intersection of Main 
Street with Swanton and Water Streets and additional warnings at the 
intersection of Wildwood Street with Cambridge Street, feeling that the 
newly installed traffic signals at the intersection of Forest and Wash- 
ington Streets have had a very beneficial effect. 


Proper Size and Functions of Highway Department 

In this time of rising costs of Town administration our Board has 
been especially concerned with long range planning for the proper size and 
functions of the Highway Department. The peak requirements for high- 
way personnel and equipment, of course, come with the street construction 
program in the summer months and with snow plowing and removal in the 
winter but there are long periods of time when street construction is im- 
possible and when there is no snow on the ground, so that it is uneconomical 
for the Town to maintain permanently a Highway Department of the size 
which would be necessary if the Town were itself to construct all streets 
and to do all plowing. This Board has therefore continued the experiment 
of the last two years of letting out to private contract the construction of 
at least two streets each year and of hiring outside contract help to assist 
with snow removal. We feel that a continuing study should be made to as- 
certain the size of the Highway Department and the amount of heavy equip- 
ment which it is economical for the Town to maintain but we do not feel 
that until further experience has been had with contract work we will be 
in a position to make any recommendation for changes in either the size 
or functions of the highway force. 
Policing 

A further problem with regard to what might be called the theory of 
economical Town administration relates to the size and equipment of the 
police force. In this connection a conflict of views exists concerning the 
relative importance in proper police protection of foot patrolmen as against 
prowl cars. Of course, it is hard for any Board to state what constitutes 
“proper police protection” when were it not for the tax rate we would all 
want to have a patrol car for each precinct and a foot patrolman in every 
block. Our present feeling is it would be wise to make permanent the sec- 
ond patrol car for duty throughout each evening and to keep the present 
coverage of foot patrol beats, being’ prepared to add further coverage, as 
was done at the time of the series of thefts in Reading, whenever some par- 
ticular danger arises. We are therefore asking in the 1953 police budget 
for the addition to the force of one new man and for the replacement of 
one patrol car. 


Fire Department 

No new apparatus has been purchased this year and none is requested 
for 1953. The principal capital outlay this year has been for the replacing 
of a considerable section of fire alarm cable and the principal capital out- 
lay requested for 1953 is the replacement of the dangerously worn out bat- 
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teries which power the fire alarm system. Two-way radio communication 
has been installed in most of the engines and it is hoped that the portable 
radios which are being purchased for civil defense purposes may be put to 
advantageous use in the remaining fire equipment. 


Civil Defense 

The Board was sorry to receive the resignation of James W. Blackham 
as Civil Defense Director shortly before the last Annual Town Meeting. 
Mr. Blackham had done a great deal of work in organizing the civil de- 
fense program, and his able successor, Lester C. Gustin, Jr., has continued 
the organization work and sparked the training program to a point where 
we feel confident that Winchester has one of the best, if not the best, civil 
defense organizations in the entire state. In line with this Board’s em- 
phasis upon economy, the civil defense program has confined its acquisitions 
of equipment as much as possible to communications and emergency power 
equipment, all of which would be of great use in a natural disaster as well 
as in the event of enemy attack. The prime objective has been the devel- 
opment of a ‘working organization with plans for rapid expansion if neces- 
sary and this we feel has been very well accomplished. Our principal con- 
cern now is to assist in the development of an organization which will be 
“2 deep” in all key positions and which will not rely for its operation upon 
military reserve officers who might not be available in the event of an 
emergency. 


Town Hall 

The principal capital outlay during this past year in connection with 
the Town Hall has been further work in re-pointing the inside of the Town 
Hall tower from the stage level to the level of the bell. We request pro- 
vision in 1953 for further outside pointing and masonry work and for the 
removal and capping over of chimneys which are in dangerous condition 
and which are no longer used. This Board believes that the present Town 
Hall building can serve the Town adequately for many years to come, per- 
haps with the addition of more office space in the area now occupied by the 
auditorium at such time as the Town may construct another auditorium 
in connection with the school building program. We have very much in 
mind the tremendous cost of new construction and we believe that the Town 
Hall can and should be adequately maintained with annual expenditures 
substantially less than just the interest which would be payable upon a 
municipal bond to finance the construction of a new Town Hall.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
December 31, 1952 
Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my seventh annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year 1952. 

During the year the department has responded to 369 Still, 114 Box, 
5 False and 16 Mutual Aid Alarms, a total of 504 Alarms. Apparatus has 
traveled 1742 miles and engines have pumped 94 hours. 15381 feet of ladder 
were used and the aerial ladder raised 11 times. 15,170 feet of 244 inch, 
5600 feet of 1% inch and 61,150 feet of booster hose were used. 

16 Carbon Dioxide and 8 Dry Chemical extinguishers were used. The 
resuscitator was used 6 times and required 16 cylinders of oxygen. 140 Soda 
and Acid and 6 Foam extinguishers have been filled for other departments 
and residents of town. 

289 permits were issued for oil burner or oil storage installations, 5 per- 
mits for storage of inflammable fluids, 62 for blasting and 112 permits for 
fires in the open. Oil storage permits totaled 67,400 gallons making a total of 
1,250,000 gallons of light oil storage on which permits have been issued. 

350 Christmas trees and a quantity of Christmas decorations were sprayed 
with a borax solution during the Christmas season. I am proposing to have 
the firemen decorate our station during the 1953 Christmas season. Stations 
of all surrounding fire departments have been decorated during this season 
for a number of years. 

All motor equipment is in good condition with the exception of the 
Service Truck. This truck was acquired from the Police Department, is a 
1934 model and is in poor mechanical condition. It is planned for replace- 
ment with a modern fire alarm service truck in the near future. A new 
Pontiac Chief’s car was put in service in June replacing the 1946 Mercury. 

All boxes and circuits in our fire alarm system have been tested monthly 
and found in good operating condition. Three new boxes were added to our 
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system making a total of 76 street boxes on the system. A considerable 
amount of overhead wire is in poor condition and is scheduled for replace- 
ment in 1953. 

The fire station building is in good condition with the exception of 
the apparatus doors. New overhead doors are planned for the future. A 
new watch room is also planned for the future to replace the present in- 
adequate arrangement. 

The manual force consists of 30 Permanent and 16 Call Men. The 
Permanent Force is composed of a Chief, 4 Captains, 2 Fire Alarm Men, a 
Mechanic and 22 Privates. 

Our auxiliary fire department has been quite active this year. Train- 
ing has been conducted during the spring and summer months. However, 
difficulty is being encountered in obtaining sufficient men for this work. 

Considerable interest is being centered on proposed housing develop- 
ments in the Ridge, High, Lockeland and Johnson Road sections of town. 
This section is located too far from our present station for adequate fire 
protection. I am recommending again that a site be selected and purchased 
in 1953 while choice sites are still available. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents of town for their 
cooperation in fire prevention, to the permanent firemen who have responded 
to alarms when off duty, to our Chaplains Rev. Bailey and Rev. Anadore, 
to our auxiliary Fire Chief T, P. Clarke and his auxiliary firemen who have 
given so freely of their time and efforts, and to members of other town 
departments for their assistance and cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Depart- 
ment for 1952. The activities of the department are summarized under the 
following headings: 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS: 

Assessors plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assessments. 

The set of composite assessors plans was brought up to date under the 
supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year and ten year indexing of assessors abstracts were completed. 


BOARD OF SURVEY: 

The following streets were approved by the Board of Survey: 

Dartmouth Street—a way beginning at the easterly end of the public 
portion of Dartmouth Street, and extending easterly approximately three 
hundred eighty-one (381) feet. 

Linden Street—a way beginning at the northerly end of the public 
portion of Linden Street, and extending northwesterly approximately one 
hundred ninety (190) feet. 

Oxford Street—a way beginning at Wildwood Street, and extending 
northerly approximately three hundred ninety-eight (3898) feet to Dart- 
mouth Street, being an extension of the public portion of Oxford Street. 

Wood Lane—a way beginning at Arlington Street and extending north- 
erly to Fernway approximately seven hundred sixteen (716) feet. 

The following streets, previously approved by the Board of Survey, 
have had changes in the grade line approved by the Board of Survey: 

Blossom Hill Road 
Hinds Road 
Royalston Avenue 
Sawmill Brook Road 


The Board of Survey approved a change in the alignment of a portion 
of Polk Road. 

The Board of Survey approved the discontinuance of Occum Ridge as 
a private way. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT: 
Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding sur- 
veys were made upon request. 


COLLECTOR OF TAXES: 

Description of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates for dissolvement of tax liens were prepared for the Collector 
of Taxes. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT: 

Plans and reports were prepared of streets accepted by the Town this 
year, and the necessary lines and grades for construction were provided. 
Stone bounds defining the streets were set. 

Lines and grades were furnished for drainage construction, and loca- 
tion plans and profiles made upon completion of the construction. 

The large construction program for granolithic sidewalks required 
considerable engineering service again this year. 

Estimates, costs and assessments for various constructions were sub- 
mitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

Lines for street markings were furnished as required. 

Considerable time was spent checking street lines, grades and con- 
struction in the Robinhood Road area. Street construction is being done by 
the developer with the intention of conforming to Town specifications to 
allow acceptance by the Town upon completion. 

The engineering services required for making detailed plans and cross 
sections for taking bids on North Gateway and Priscilla Lane were furnished 
by Nylander and Miller of Lexington. 

Specifications and inspection services on the construction of North 
Gateway and Priscilla Lane by the Allstate Construction Company were 
furnished by the Engineering Department. 

Plans and estimates for the 1953 construction program are being pre- 
pared. 

Street Layouts, Acceptance plans and layouts were made of the fol- 
lowing ways: 


Chardon Road—layout of part Sussex Road—layout of part 
North Gateway—layout of part Tufts Road—layout 
Priscilla Lane—layout York Road—layout of part 


Salisbury Street—layout of part 

Construction was completed on Chardon Road, Sussex Road, Tufts 
Road and York Road. Assessments were computed and submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

PARK DEPARTMENT: 

Seasonal layouts for football, baseball, field hockey, swimming, etc. 
were made as requested. Surveys were made on Leonard Field, Loring 
Avenue playground and the West Side playground during the year. A 
plan of Wedge Pond was made for deepening the channel. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT: 

Several accident plans and the necessary locations were made as re- 
quested. 

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT: 

Lines and grades were provided for the play areas at the Lincoln and 
Noonan Schools. An estimate of the available land for dwellings in the 
future was made, to be used in the establishment of school districts. 
WATER AND SEWER DEPARTMENT: 

Preliminary plans, layouts, grades and lines, connection records and 
assessments have been made for sewers constructed in 1952. 
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Water main locations and plans showing various installations are 
being made. 
Rainfall and reservoir charts were made as requested. 


COMMITTEE FOR IMPROVEMENT OF WINTER POND: 

The study of Winter Pond, which was made in 1951, was continued 
this year. Records of the intake of surface water and its relation to the 
elevation of the pond have been kept. 


MISCELLANEOUS: 

During the year various locations were made and miscellaneous services 
were provided for other departments and town officers. 

Information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, engineers, 
public service companies and others as requested. 

The Winchester-Medford Town Line was perambulated.

Gentlemen: 

The Town Counsel acts as the attorney for the Town, its various com- 
mittees, boards and officers. Due to the steadily increasing calls for service 
it is necessary to spend more and more time on the legal matters involved 
in town affairs. 

During the year many formal opinions requiring considerable time are 
rendered in addition to countless more informal requests for advice. Titles 
are examined, deeds drawn, certificates of liens, special easements, releases, 
agreements and contracts are prepared. Numerous takings, sidewalk orders, 
street layouts, sewer construction orders, and orders for betterment assess- 
ments are examined and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. Much time 
is spent in preparation of town meeting warrants, articles for town meetings, 
drawing of votes, and conferences with committees, boards and officers. 

Legal suits that are now pending in which the town is involved, either 
as plaintiff or defendent, include those of Charles N. Atwood, Vazken N. 
Baghdoyan, Andrew T. Bourque, John P. Cassidy, Children’s Own School, 
Inc., James B. Errico, Ethel Goodwin, James P. Kendall, Charles C. Jones, 
Frank X. Manganora, Jeannette J. Welch, and Charles Vozzella. Other 
cases have been tried or adjusted during the year. 

Claims by or against the Town are investigated and proper action taken. 
New legislation affecting the town is watched and examined. A sincere effort 
is made to cooperate with and render all needed legal advice and assistance 
to the various committees, boards and officers of the town.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

Dutch Elm disease has increased alarmingly this past year. As against 
twelve infected trees in 1952, one hundred sixteen cases of the disease have 
been reported in Winchester by the Shade Tree Laboratories at Amherst. 
Of the above number, four cases were state owned trees, sixteen were 
Metropolitan District Commission trees, the remaining ninety-six were 
divided among seventy-two private owners, seven street trees and seven Park 
trees. Of the ninety-six trees that the department is responsible for re- 
moving, eighty-six were removed and burned at the end of 1952. The re- 
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mainder will be disposed of before April, 1953. Town trees were sprayed 
in May and July with DDT as in previous years, and the lower rate of 
occurrence of the disease indicates the treatment is effective in controlling 
the disease. Privately owned trees also should be sprayed with DDT to 
control the disease. Fifty-six suspect Elm trees checked by laboratory 
tests were reported as free from Dutch Elm disease. 

Regular spraying of trees on private property by the Town was let out 
on contract to The Davey Tree Expert Company. While this procedure 
allowed the department to devote many more weeks to the care of public 
shade trees, it, of necessity, cost private tree owners considerably more 
this year for spray service. 

During the year, 123 Maples, 4 Lindens, 3 Plane and 1 Pink Dogwood 
trees were set out. 

Tree maintenance, removal work and pest control were effected by the 
department as required.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 
I respectfully submit the following annual report of the Highway 
Department: 


Street Construction 

The following streets accepted as public ways by the Town in March 
were constructed by the department with bituminous macadam: 

Chardon Road — Grove Street to York Road. 

Salisbury Street — Wildwood Street northwesterly about 697 feet. 

Sussex Road — Grove Street to York Road. 

Tufts Road— Washington Street westerly about 972 feet. 

York Road— Chardon Road to Sussex Road. 

In addition, North Gateway from Ox Pasture to South Gateway and 
Priscilla Lane were let out to contract to the Allstate Construction Com- 
pany of Woburn and construction partly completed. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, the A. V. Taurasi Company, Inc., of 
Somerville completed construction of Lockeland Road from High Street 
to Ridge Street; and S. Rotondi & Sons of Stoneham constructed about 
1400 feet of Johnson Road from Wildwood Street. 


Sidewalk and Curb Construction 
During the year, 4512 square yards of granolithic sidewalk, 5163 
linear feet of granite curbing, 968 linear feet of concrete curbing, 147 
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linear feet of paving stone curbing, and 2527 linear feet of bituminous 
concrete berm have been constructed. 


Street Signs and Marking 
As in past years, street and warning signs were erected in ever in- 
creasing numbers. Various streets and public parking areas were marked 
to improve traffic conditions.

The cooperation of the Water and Sewer Department in making their 
backhoe available for excavating for drain pipes and structures consider- 
ably reduced construction costs. 


Maintenance 
Streets required considerable patching after a winter of almost con- 
stant freezing and thawing conditions. Several streets were sealed with 
bituminous emulsion as part of our regular program, and sidewalks and 
drains were repaired as required. 


Miscellaneous 
A new bituminous material mixer was purchased to replace old worn- 
out equipment, and a Buckeye stone spreader was purchased by the depart- 
ment to facilitate new construction and maintenance work. 
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Contracts were awarded for various materials used in the construc- 
tion program.

The past year witnessed an increasing service by the Winchester Public 
Library to citizens of the Town. Worthy of particular mention are the 
following: 

Use of the Children’s Library has grown under the direction of Miss 
Elizabeth M. Russell, Children’s Librarian. The circulation of books has 
more than doubled over the past decade. Saturday morning story telling 
has become a happy event for many younger children. The Friday night 
and Saturday morning movies for children continue to draw capacity audi- 
ences. 

The Art Association has been particularly active the past year. In 
addition to the continuing art exhibits, art classes have attracted a con- 
siderable number of adults as well as younger people. 

The Art Gallery has come to be used every week day for meetings of a 
civic, cultural or educational character, 
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The Edgar J. Rich Room housing the Lincoln-Lee Collection was dedi- 
cated on February 12, with Professor Arthur J. Schlesinger of Harvard 
speaking to a capacity audience in the Main Library Room. Since that 
date the Rich Room has been open to the public. 

The Jere A. Downs Room with its collection of fine phonograph records 
continues to draw increasing patronage. Numerous recordings have been 
added to the collection. The practice of giving Wednesday afternoon and 
evening concerts has been continued. 

Citizens have turned increasingly to the Reference Librarians for ad- 
vice and help on reference problems. 

During the past year a larger sum than usual was spent on building 
maintenance. The Children’s Room was painted as was all outside metal 
work. 


For the period ahead, the following are the needs of the Library for 
which the Trustees will ask Town support: 


A new operations area desk for the Children’s Room. 
With the growth of patronage in this department, the old desk has be- 
come inadequate and hampers efficiency. 


Conversion of heating system to oil. 

The need for control of heat, particularly in the spring and fall, leads 
the Trustees to recommend conversion from coal to oil, which permits better 
thermostatic control. Many old people spend hours in the Library and for 
them, well-regulated heat is important. Because of the complaints regarding 
a too-hot or a too-cold Library, the Trustees have decided to ask for the 
conversion. Experts have assured us that only one of the two boilers need 
be used for the present building. The other boiler can serve as a standby 
for emergency use with coal as fuel. Conversion cost is only some $1,500, 
and there is reason to believe that fuel costs may be cut by the change. 


Microfilming 

Some time in the near future, the collection of old Winchester and 
early Woburn newspapers which are now poorly housed for public usage in 
the basement, should be microfilmed and a viewer purchased. Such micro- 
filming is desirable, not merely to save space and better serve patrons, but 
also to insure preservation of old newspaper records. The newspapers 
themselves disintegrate with time. Once conversion is made, microfilming 
costs for current issues are less than binding costs. 


Increased Library Space 

The Trustees in recent years have called to the attention of citizens 
the need for increased Library space. Needed are additional stacks, an 
enlarged Children’s Room, and an enlarged gallery and a quiet Reading 
Room. Although the needs become increasingly pressing, the Trustees have 
deemed it wise to withhold request for such additions until the acute 
building requirements of the Schools have been cared for. 

The Trustees wish to acknowledge for present and future Winchester 
citizens deep appreciation for the bequest of $1,809.17 for the use of the 
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Library under the will of Margaret Cate Wood, former resident of Win- 
chester and friend of the Library. Such bequests have enabled the Library 
to buy additional books and phonograph records and to carry on its pro- 
gram of enlarging its cultural services to the Community. It is to be 
hoped that the trust funds will grow. 

During the past year our associate, Mr. M. Walker Jones, retired from 
the Board after twenty-five years of service—twenty-one years as trustee 
beginning in 1931 and four prior years as a member of the two building com- 
mittees which were responsible for the new library building. As trustee his 
efficient and devoted work on the library budget and his help in super- 
vising the upkeep and operation of the building were invaluable. 

Again the Trustees wish to acknowledge with thanks the efficient and 
loyal services of its Library staff under the direction of Miss Corinne Mead.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Library Trustees: 


It may be of interest to recall a few historical facts about the Win- 
chester Public Library. These facts and quotations are from the historical 
sketch of the Winchester Public Library published in 1889. In the spring 
of 1848 the South Woburn Library Association was organized by several 
influential citizens of South Woburn (now Winchester). This was a stock 
company, the par value of the stock was three dollars. ‘““Any person pur- 
chasing a share became a member of the Association and could use the 
library as a reading room, and could take out one book at a time by the 
payment of an assessment of one dollar per year. Any person not a share- 
holder could take out books by paying six cents a week.” This first library 
was kept in Dr. Youngman’s drugstore in what was then called Richardson’s 
Building. ‘In 1852 (one hundred years ago) it was moved into the rear of 
Dr. Youngman’s drugstore in the Lyceum Building. It was subsequently 
moved back to its first home which had been changed into a milliner’s 
store, and the milliner, Miss Hannah Lane, had charge of the library. The 
next move returned it to the rear of the drugstore again.” Here it re- 
mained until it was presented to the town. 

In 1856 the Winchester Agricultural Library Association was formed. 
Their library numbered about 150 volumes devoted to agricultural subjects. 
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These two libraries were later merged. “At a legal town meeting held 
March 29, 1859 the library of the Winchester Association was presented to 
the Town of Winchester under certain conditions, which conditions the town 
accepted and thus came into the possession of the nucleus of the present 
town library.” 


“After the town, in 1859, became the custodian of the literary treasures 
of the Association, the library was first kept in the Selectmen’s Room in 
Lyceum Building over the drugstore. In 1867 it was moved to the front 
room of what is now known as Lunt’s Building. In 1873 it was removed 
to a room in the second story of Tyler’s Block. Outgrowing this place in 
1880 it was removed to a large room in Brown and Stanton’s Block, and 
a reading room was instituted in connection with the library. The library 
occupied these rooms until July 1888, when it was removed for the last 
time, let us hope, to its new home in the library wing of the town hall.” 

It is evident that the Winchester Public Library had growing pains 
through the years and that this was not the last move because in 1931, the 
Library was moved into the present building. Progress and growth have 
been going on ever since. After twenty-one years in the present building, 
additional space is now needed to catch up and to keep step with the de- 
mands of a much larger town. 

The Library now has approximately fifty-four thousand volumes and 
an excellent back file of important periodicals. The Town is indebted to Mr. 
T. Price Wilson, editor of THE WINCHESTER STAR, for a complete file of 
that newspaper from its beginning, which he has placed in the Public 
Library for use of the townspeople. The Library receives every year, as 
a gift from Mr, Wilson, two copies of THE WINCHESTER STAR. One copy 
is for general use and the other is bound in a yearly volume. The microfilm- 
ing of these volumes is a project of importance to be undertaken as soon 
as possible. Storage space would be greatly relieved by having THE WIN- 
CHESTER STAR on microfilm. It would facilitate the use of back issues and 
is a recognized means for preserving valuable historical material. The 
Winchester Public Library indexes each issue of THE WINCHESTER STAR 
which is an important service to the town. 

In the Reference Room is a table set up with books and magazines 
of current interest to businessmen. Here are MOODY’S INVESTMENT 
SERVICE MANUALS together with MOODY’S WEEKLY STOCK AND 
BOND REVIEWS. THE WALL STREET JOURNAL, BARRON’S, and 
THE MAGAZINE OF WALL STREET are also there, as is THE KIP- 
LINGER LETTER which arrives weekly. THE DIRECTORY OF NEW 
ENGLAND MANUFACTURERS and THOMAS’S REGISTER OF MANU- 
FACTURERS are available. Other business publications are to be found in 
this section of the Reference Room. 

With the Library’s excellent book and periodical collection, and its 
competent staff, factual and research reference requests can be quite ade- 
quately answered. Many inquiries for information come to the Library by 
telephone. To facilitate this service, an auxiliary line has been added. 

Bibliographies on various subjects are compiled by the Reference 
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Librarian on requests of individuals and organizations. Readers advisory 
service is available and is apparently much appreciated. We are pleased 
to report to the town that the Library is increasingly more helpful to 
college students and those studying in specialized fields because of its better 
facilities, 

A portion of the book appropriation is set aside each year for the pur- 
chase of carefully selected books for the use of “Teenagers.” In addition 
to current books and magazines for pleasure reading, there is, in the Stu- 
dents’ Room, an excellent collection of other books recommended for high 
school reading. A professional member of the staff is in charge of service 
to young adults, 


MUSIC AND ART 

The Jere A. Downs Memorial Room, outstanding in its furnishings 
and appointments, and made possible through the generous bequest from 
a former resident of Winchester, Mr. Jere A. Downs, now offers an excel- 
lent collection of music books and those beautiful art books which, illustrated 
in color, are the most valuable to students and give more pleasure to others. 
Also in this room are several record players equipped with earphones and 
an excellent collection of music recordings, recordings of the spoken word, 
including potery, drama and important speeches and an album of “Spoken 
French” with a study guide for self-help. From time to time other language 
records will be added as requests are received for them. Every Wednesday 
is music day at the Library from September through May. Planned recorded 
music programs are played Wednesday afternoons from 3 to 4:30 and Wed- 
nesday evenings from 7:30 to 9. 

Soon after the present library building was opened, the Trustees of 
the Library called together several well-known local artists to discuss the 
matter of forming an art association. The Winchester Art Association is 
now in its twenty-first year and it makes a splendid contribution to the 
Town and to the Library by providing an exhibition of fine pictures and 
handicrafts in the Art Gallery at the Library each month. Beginning in 
the fall of this year, the Art Association has sponsored classes in art, so 
that Thursday of each week have become known as art days at the Library 
with classes for adults in the morning and evening, and classes for children 
in the afternoon, 

Among the special book collections at the Library are those on Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Robert E. Lee, the Civil War and Reconstruction Period, and 
the books on “Bonnie Prince Charlie.”’ These valuable collections were given 
to the town by Mr. Edgar J. Rich, a former long-time resident of the town 
and a trustee of the Public Library. They are housed in the Edgar J. Rich 
Memorial Room that is furnished with antiques and oriental rugs which 
belonged to Mr. Rich. 

The Family Room is proving its worth to parents, teachers, and stu- 
dents. Available in this room are books on child care and training, family 
life, and books on education. Three other collections of importance are the 
technical and business books, college catalogs, and vocational materials. 

The use of educational films has been a part of the Library program 
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since 1942, Family Night film programs are shown every Friday evening 
from October through March. The Saturday morning showing of films at 
the Library each week is very popular with the Town’s children. Both of 
these film programs are used successfully to stimulate reading interests and 
to promote good public relations. 

In spite of television, Winchester children still read. A lively place 
serving children, parents, and teachers, the Children’s Department shows 
a large increase in its use during the past year. 

Competent librarians in this department offer story hours, summer 
reading clubs, and invaluable reading advisory service to children. Teachers’ 
and parents’ groups are given book talks by the Children’s Librarian as well 
as assistance in using available reference materials. Throughout the school 
year selected collections of books are sent to the schools for supplementary 
reading. Each year school classes visit the Library to receive instruction 
from the Children’s Librarian in the use of the Library, and during Book 
Week, classes came with their teachers to see new children’s books and to 
hear about them. 

Since 1941 the Winchester Public Library has been carrying on bedside 
book service to the patients at the Winchester Hospital. The En Ka Society 
helped the Library to establish this service by providing a Coulson book 
truck and by giving, up to the present, two thousand dollars for the purchase 
of books. En Ka is continuing its interest in this book service by providing 
volunteers from the Society to give an additional day each week for this 
service to the patients. 

Book service to the Home for Aged People in Winchester is carried 
on by means of deposits of books from the Library and is administered by 
a professional librarian with the assistance of Miss Nelly Cumming, a resi- 
dent there. 

My thanks go with this report to the townspeople for their support 
and pride in their Library; to the members of the Board of Trustees for their 
wise counsel and continued confidence; to the Staff and the Building Super- 
intendent and his Assistant for their excellent cooperation and good work.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


We believe it is not generally known or realized that the ‘“‘Real Estate” 
which is under the care and control of the Park Commissioners has reached 
quite extensive proportions. This consists of: 


1. Nine (9) Park areas 

Seven (7) Playgrounds (three informal) 

Twenty-eight Plots 

All rivers and ponds in the Town 

Seven (7) buildings 

Seventeen (17) Tennis Courts (3 hard surface) 

7. One (1) outdoor regulation hard surface basketball court

In addition, we maintain or assist in maintaining the following proper- 
ties that are not under our control: 


1. Library grounds (Library Trustees) 


2. War Memorial grounds and Manchester Field (School 
Committee) 


3. Skillings Estate (Board of Selectmen) 


Obviously a considerable maintenance expense is involved. In order to 
keep these properties in good condition, we find it necessary to engage ten 
temporary laborers for a period of fourteen weeks in the summer, to aug- 
ment our regular force of the Superintendent and eight men. 

One of the more important new duties we have assumed is the main- 
tenance of the banks and bottoms of the rivers and ponds in the Town. 

We were amazed to find how quickly and abundantly the grass and 
shrubbery had grown back after a thorough cleaning had been made only a 
year before. Five of the ten temporary laborers were used for this work. 
To keep the waterways in a clean and attractive appearance, it will be neces- 
sary to engage the same number of men each year. 

When the Waterways Committee was discharged, their unexpended 
balance of $3,192.36 was transferred to our budget. From this we paid the 
five temporary men. In addition, we cleaned most of Horn Pond Brook, and 
dredged the lower end of Wedge Pond from the Main Street bridge to Lake 
Street. The unexpended balance ‘will be used to finish Horn Pond Brook, and 
for loam and grass seed in connection with the regrading and seeding of 
Wedge Pond Park. 

In the immediate future, attention should be given to the pond on the 
George T. Davidson Park on Cross Street. We are of the opinion this pond 
is too large for the amount of water that is available. 

If this area was filled in to the width of the river, we believe this Park 
would be much more attractive. 

The problem of vandalism concerns us considerably. $3800 was appropri- 
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ated for this purpose in 1952. $627.41 has been spent. We have, as usual, re- 
ceived splendid cooperation from the Police. It appears, however, that it will 
be necessary to engage an officer of our own this year. 

The principle entrance to Leonard Field at the present time is a small 
road off Washington Street at the southerly end of the field. Automobiles 
driving over this road create a very dangerous condition, and we believe, if 
this is allowed to continue, sooner or later a child will be hurt or killed. 
Driving on this road has spoiled this part of the Field. 

We, therefore, wish to close this entrance to motor vehicles, and open a 
new one over Town property, at the end of Tufts Road, which leads to the 
parking area for Leonard Field Beach. 

It is our plan to then relocate the back-stop and resurface and seed the 
entire field. 

With the exception of Winter basketball, all recreation programs con- 
tinued to be as popular as ever. A total of 527 children attended the super- 
vised games and arts and craft activities held on the playgrounds under the 
direction of Mr. Edward Bartlett, and Mrs. Ruth Thomas. 

The new outdoor regulation basketball court on Ginn Field is tremend- 
ously popular. A petition has been received from the people of the West 
Side area requesting a similar court on the West Side Playground. 

The first year of Little League in this Town was very successful. Un- 
fortunately Shore Road Field, because of its boggy condition, could not be 
used as was originally planned. With the helpful cooperation of the School 
Committee, Manchester Field was used as a substitute. 

This year we have allocated a portion of Ginn Field for the exclusive 
use of this organization. Last Fall this particular area was regraded and 
seeded. A regulation diamond with cut out base paths will be made, and this 
section closed in with a temporary fence. 

We wish to extend our thanks and appreciation to the other Boards, 
their Superintendents, and their men who have helped us, when necessary, 
accomplish our projects.

This year we have received $6,675.00 from the sale of lots and $6,450.00 
for the Permanent Care of lots. 

During the year there have been 109 Interments.

Report of the Department 
of Civil Defense 


In November of 1951, James W. Blackham, the Director of Civil Defense, 
instructed Deputy Director Gustin to proceed with the organization of Staff 
procedures, and development of Control Center operations. From that time 
forward, the Staff proceeded to meet Wednesday nights and Sunday morn- 
ings of every week, analyzing and simplifying the Operation; at the same 
time, carrying out their responsibilities of cooperating with Division Direc- 
tors, in the organization and training of the Divisions. 

In December of that year, the first test involving all elements of the 
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Civil Defense organization was conducted, and many valuable lessons were 
learned. In January, the work of writing a Standard Operating Procedure 
was undertaken. This was for the purpose of reducing the communications 
requirements under conditions which could reasonably be assumed would 
develop in any emergency. At the same time, the Communications Divi- 
sion developed a Communications Guide, which was distributed to all prin- 
cipals concerned. 

Another test was conducted on January 26, 1952, followed by a critique 
involving all participating personnel; and it was obvious to all concerned 
that considerable improvement had been made since the December test. 
There were still many procedural weaknesses apparent, however, and it was 
at this time that the cooperation of a prominent Army Staff Officer was 
enlisted, to aid in further simplifying the procedures. 

This prepared the Department for the next test, on March 2, 1952, in 
which all 42 cities and towns of Region 5 participated, and Winchester took 
part with a high degree of effectiveness. 

It was with regret that, on March 31, the Selectmen accepted the 
resignation of James W. Blackham; at which time, Lester Gustin, Jr., was 
appointed as Acting Director, and at a later date became Director. 

On April 27, 1952, a test was run that involved the actual employment 
of teams and equipment, and included several incidents in which non-CD 
personnel cooperated, to lend realism. This test was attended by several 
State Officials, and was covered by reporters from all the Boston papers. It 
was pronounced an outstanding success, and established Winchester’s 
progress as being comparatively far in advance of its neighbors’. 

On May 15, a Region-wide test alert was held, at which time Win- 
chester, like other towns, responded to the air raid alarm with an outstand- 
ing spirit of cooperation, as evidenced by the absolute clearance of all 
streets, in a matter of little more than a minute. 

From this time until the following September, the Staff and Division 
Directors concentrated on the improvement of their own departments; and 
then plans were developed for “Operation Hurricane” on October 19, which 
Was unique in that it introduced a procedure which to that point had only 
been theoretical. It provided that the Selectmen with several Town Depart- 
ment Heads work with the help of Civil Defense, at the Control Center, 
providing thereby a well-coordinated, cooperative effort. The Selectmen 
expressed their complete approval of this excellent method for keeping 
abreast of any disaster. 

As 1952 drew to a close, the Department could look back on a year 
of marked progress. There had grown, during that period, a framework 
of simplified organization and procedures, which has made possible the 
effective and efficient employment of Winchester’s human and material 
resources, for the common good, should disaster strike in any form.

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Report of the 
Public Works Council 


At an adjourned session of the Annual Representative Town Meeting 
of March 18th, held on March 18, 1952, the following vote was passed and 
became effective on April 1, 1952. 


Voted: “That the Committee known as the Public Works Council, estab- 
lished by vote of the Adjourned Annual Town Meeting March 20, 1947 be 
enlarged, and that its duties and functions be broadened as follows: 


1. The Committee shall consist of the Chairmen of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Water and Sewer Board, the Board of Park Com- 
missioners, and the Board of Cemetery Commissioners; the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, the Chairman of the Personne] Board when and if 
a Board is appointed, and the Clerk of the Board of Selectmen ex- 
officio. 


2. The Chairman of the Council shall be elected by the Council, from 
its members, and the Clerk of the Board of Selectmen shall be Clerk. 


3. The Council shall hold regular monthly meetings and special meet- 
ings when called by the Chairman or by the Clerk on request of any 
two members. 


4. Each Town department having membership on the Council shall 
submit to the Council forthwith and annually hereafter, not later 
than April 1, a schedule of its respective requirements for work 
during the ensuing year requiring the facilities of town equip- 
ment and labor. 


5. The Council shall ascertain and make provision for such much work 
to be done, using town facilities and labor jointly, as may be feas- 
ible. 


6. All motor vehicles in excess of one-half ton rated capacity and all 
other motorized equipment and other machinery or equipment de- 
signed for employment by the Town in construction work or main- 
tenance work akin to construction, which shall be purchased by 
the Town hereafter, shall be purchased only with the approval of the 
Public Works Council. 


7. No change is to be made in the statutory functions, prerogatives, 
rights and duties of the Board of Park Commissioners, of the 
Board of Cemetery Commissioners, of the Superintendent of Streets, 
of the Tree Warden, and of the Water and Sewer Board, as each 
of these Boards and Commissioners are presently constituted and 
established. 
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8. The Council shall submit to each Annual Representative Town 
Meeting a report of progress, together with any recommendations 
which it may have for changes necessary for further consolidation.” 


Pending the selection of the Personnel Board and the appointment of 
its Chairman, the first meeting was not held until June 11th. The second 
Wednesday evening of the month was chosen for the regular meeting, and 
monthly sessions have been held thereafter. 


At each meeting problems pertaining to the various projects each de- 
partment was doing at the time, or was planning to do in the immediate 
future were thoroughly discussed on an overall Town basis. In this way, 
the needs for equipment and personnel were made apparent. During 1952 
trucks, bull-dozers, front-end loaders, backhoes, mowers, pumps and com- 
pressors were effectively pooled by all departments. As a result, all equip- 
ment was utilized to the maximum possible. 

It is interesting to note that a backhoe purchased by the Water De- 
partment and a 3 ton roller purchased by the Park Department, after in- 
formal approval as to need by the Public Works Council, reduced rental 


costs for all departments for this equipment from $2,605.00 in 1951 to $160 
since purchases were made in 1952. 


We believe the following additional and replacement equipment should 
be purchased this coming year.

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One of the important matters to which special attention was given was 
centralized purchasing. Preliminary studies have indicated that effective 
economies do not usually result from centralized purchasing in communities 
having a population of less than 25,000. 

However, we shall plan to make further studies of this subject in co- 
operation with the Committee on Centralized Purchasing appointed by the 
Selectmen, 

This is the first year the Town has had a Personnel Board. We are con- 
fident that in investigating the many perplexing personnel problems, together 
with suggested solutions, which includes cooperation among departments, 
this Board is indispensible. 

As has been the case since the Public Works inception five years ago, 
the cooperation between the Boards, Superintendents and men continues to 
be excellent.

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Report of the Board of 


Public Welfare and Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance dis- 
pense relief to four categories of assistance, namely: General Relief, Old 
Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and the new category, Aid to 
Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons. 

General Relief is locally administered by your Board of Public Welfare. 
Only those persons who cannot qualify for one of the other categories re- 
ceive help from General Relief. The programs of Old Age Assistance, Aid 
to Dependent Children and Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Per- 
sons are Federal programs and are administered by your Board under law, 
rule, or policy set down by the Federal and State Governments. Your 
Board has very little to say as to the administration of these programs. 
The cost of these programs increase each year due to constant legislative 
changes and increased medical costs. 


General Relief 

Because of the uncertainty of the program of Aid to Permanent and 
Totally Disabled Persons the appropriations for these two categories of 
assistance were lumped together. A separate part of this report will be 
devoted to Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons. 

In General Relief 10 cases were receiving assistance at the start of 
1952. We ended the year with 5 cases. Nine of the ten cases mentioned 
above were unemployable. 

During 1952 we aided five families for varying periods of time due to 
unemployment. 

We had four persons at the State Infirmary in Tewksbury at a cost 
of $21.23 per week for board and care. At the present time we have two at 
the State Infirmary. 

The Board had thirteen children in foster homes during 1952 at an 
average board and room rate of $10. per week, plus clothing, medical care 
and incidentals. We are happy to report that as of December 31, 1952, ail 
of these children have been restored to their parents. During the year one 
child was placed for adoption. 

The program of General Relief, while it is a local one in a strict sense, 
is influenced by and follows the trends of the Federal programs. 

There were 140 persons receiving Old Age Assistance as of January 
1, 1952. Due to legislative action, which makes it mandatory upon the 
town to take a lien on property owned by persons applying for assistance 
and which was effective January 1, 1952, the case load decreased ten cases 
by January 31, 1952. The case load continued to show a slight decrease 
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each month until October when the case load started an upward trend 
and continued to show an increase in November and December. The average 
grant per case in 1952 was $65.02. Federal and State grants are given to 
the town for Old Age Assistance. The formula for reimbursement is as 
follows: half the monthly grant, up to $55.00, plus $7.50, is given to the 
Town by the Federal Government in each case and the State reimburses 
2/3 of the remainder. For example: A person receiving $60.00 per month, 
the Federal reimbursement would be $35.00, the State reimbursement would 
be $16.66; leaving the town’s share as $8.34. Of course we must realize that 
while the Town’s share is approximately 16% of the total grant the Fed- 
eral and State reimbursement is paid from taxes just as the local share 
comes from local taxes. 


Aid to Dependent Children 

As of January 1, 1952, there were 10 families with 32 children receiving 
assistance under Aid to Dependent Children. This program is designed to 
assist children who are deprived of parental support by reason of death, 
continued absence from home, or physical or mental incapacity of a parent. 
It is the duty of your Board, subject to the supervision, rules and regulations 
of the State Department of Public Welfare, to assist a parent or relative 
in properly bringing up the child in his own home. 

Aid to Dependent Children, being a Federal program, the State and 
Federal Government reimburse the Town for aid rendered in the following 
manner: The Federal reimburses % up to $30.00 for the first child and the 
parent and % up to $21.00 for each additional child. The State reimburses 
2/3 of the whole grant. 

It is significant to note that in 1952 only one case received Aid to De- 
pendent Children because of the death of a parent, one because of physical 
incapacity and the remaining seven cases because of desertion and continued 
absence from the home. Inadequate court orders on these parents forced 
your Board to supplement the court orders. 

Increased Federal Grants enabled the Board to return a substantial 
amount of the 1952 appropriation to the Town. 


Aid to Permanent and Totally Disabled Persons 

This is a new category of assistance started on November 1, 1951. 
The law requires that your Board give adequate assistance to every needy 
person resident therein, eighteen years of age and over, who is permanently 
and totally disabled and has resided in the Commonwealth for one year 
immediately preceding his application. 

Having no way of determining the cost for 1952, the General Relief and 
this category were combined into one appropriation. The formula for re- 
imbursement in this program is slightly different from the other Federal 
programs of assistance. In addition to the Federal reimbursement paid 
to the town, the state gives an additional amount which together with the 
Federal reimbursement amounts to seventy-five per cent of the assistance 
lawfully given. 

One case was approved in January 1952. As of December 31, there 
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were five cases. It is unlikely that there will be any decrease in cases or 
costs in 1953 and the case load and costs should increase in 1953. 


Summary 

The personnel problem facing the Board last year has been straightened 
out. Mrs. Parker, a Junior Clerk in the School Department, took a civil 
service appointment, as Senior Clerk, with the Welfare Department in 
March of 1952. The position of Junior Clerk in the department has been 
vacated. 

There were no radical changes in legislation affecting public assistance 
in 1952. The Federal Government increased their participation in Old Age 
and Aid to Dependent Children cases late in 1952, which will be reflected 
in the 1953 appropriations. 

We wish to express our appreciation to all the departments in our 
Town government for their splendid spirit of cooperation and to other 
agencies within the Town who assisted us in many ways to solve some 
difficult problems. 

The following is a summary of expenditures and reimbursements and 
shows the amounts received from Federal and State Governments and the 
net cost to the Town. The figures are approximate, the detailed statement 
appearing in the report of the Town Accountant.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from Novem- 
ber 1, 1950, the date of the previous examination, to March 21, 1952, and 
submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
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departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified by comparison 
with the books of the town accountant and the treasurer. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined and 
checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the de- 
partmental records of payments to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s 
record of receipts, while the recorded payments were checked with the 
treasury warrants and with the treasurer’s record of disbursements. 

The appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations, as recorded on 
the ledger, were compared with the town clerk’s record of financial votes 
passed by the town. 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance sheet showing the 
financial condition of the town on March 21, 1952 was prepared and is 
appended to this report. 

An examination of this balance sheet indicates that the town is in good 
financial condition. 

The approved vouchers and payrolls on file were examined and com- 
pared with the entries in the classification book. 

The books and accounts in the town treasurer’s office were examined 
and checked in detail. The cash book was added throughout, the receipts 
being analyzed and compared with the departmental records of payments to 
the treasurer, with other sources from which the town received money, 
and with the town accountant’s books. The recorded payments were checked 
with the approved warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds 
and with the accountant’s books. 


The cash balance on March 21, 1952 was verified by reconciliation of 
the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks in which town 
money is deposited, and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were compared with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions were examined and 
checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were compared with 
the collector’s records, the redemptions and sales were checked with the 
receipts as recorded on the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles and 
possessions on hand were listed and compared with the records at the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the investments 
of the trust, investment and retirement funds were examined and listed. 
The transfers to the town were verified and the income of the several funds 
was proved. ; 


The record of payroll deductions on account of federal taxes was 
checked and reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


The assessors’ records of abatements granted were reconciled with 
the collector’s books and with the accountant’s ledger. The assessors’ war- 
rants for the commitment of taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, and 
assessments were examined and checked with the detailed lists. The records 
of assessments apportioned and deferred were examined, while the appor- 
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tioned assessments not due and the suspended assessments were listed and 
reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 

The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The commitments of poll, personal property, real estate, motor 
vehicle and trailer éxcise, and special assessments were proved to the asses- 
sors’ warrants issued for their collection. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the payments to the treasurer and with the accountant’s books, 
the abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the ac- 
countant’s books. 

The cash balance on March 21, 1952 was verified by actual count of 
the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit. 

The commitments of departmental and water accounts were examined 
and checked. The outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
accountant’s ledger, the collections as recorded were compared with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer, and the abatements were verified by comparison 
with the records of the departments authorized to grant them. 

Further verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The records of dog and sporting licenses issued by the town clerk and 
of miscellaneous collections from marriage intentions, recording fees, etc., 
were examined and checked, the payments to the State and to the town 
treasurer being verified. 

The records of guarantee deposits for sewer and water installations 
were examined. The refunds to the depositors and the transfers to the 
town were verified, and the balances on hand were reconciled with the treas- 
urer’s and the accountant’s books. 

The accounts of the board of selectmen and the sealer of weights and 
measures, as well as of the police, fire, health, school, school cafeteria, 
school athletics, library, and cemetery departments, were examined and 
checked, the payments to the treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book, and the cash on hand in the several departments being proved by 
actual count. 

It was noted that the police department made no payments of its re- 
ceipts from revolver licenses and bicycle registrations to the town treasurer 
during the audit period, and in this connection attention is called to the 
provisions of Section 53, Chapter 44, General Laws, which states in part 
“All moneys received by any town officer or department shall be paid by 
such officer or department upon their receipt into the town treasury.” 

The surety bonds furnished by the several officials of the town for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was received from all 
the officials of the town, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, I wish to express appreciation,

As forecast in our report last year, 1952 was again a busy year for 
the Water and Sewer Department. We installed 1508 ft. of water pipe. 
172 water services were installed and 152 sewer services were completed 
during the year. For the second successive year, this is the greatest number 
of installations made in the history of the department. There are now 4417 
water services and 4113 sewer services. 

The rainfall amounted to 39.57 inches which is 8.65 inches less than 
last year. This dry year is reflected in revenue from water bills which 
amounted to $86,481.00 as compared with $74,530.82 in 1951. 

A water main was constructed in Dothan Street. Water and: sewer 
mains were installed by owners in Blossom Hill Road and Clearwater Road 
—both private ways. 

The sewer assessment rate for 1953 will be made at the rate of $5.48 
per foot of sewer built. One-third of this is borne by the Town and two- 
thirds by the property bettered. 

Winchester continues to be an attractive town for new home owners. 
With the laying out of several new streets on the west side hill and the 
resultant opening of new land for building, we santicioate continued activity 
for the coming year.

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Report of the Winchester 
Board of Health 


December 31, 1952 


Health conditions in Winchester during 1952 have been maintained at 
the previous high levels and there have been no serious outbreaks nor 
epidemics. There were fortunately only two cases of Anterior Poliomyelitis 
in the Town in spite of the high nation-wide number of cases. Chicken-pox, 
German Measles, Measles, Mumps and Scarlet Fever occurred in less than 
average numbers as compared with previous years, and there were no cases 
of Whooping-cough nor Diphtheria reported, showing the importance of 
prophylactic inoculations. 

Again we have had a rather large number of Dog Bites reported, but 
no cases of Rabies. We have been fortunate in this last respect because 
less than half of the dog owners have seen fit to have their dogs inoculated 
against Rabies in the past year. 

Samples of milk have been obtained regularly from all dealers selling 
milk in Winchester. These samples have been tested and those dealers whose 
milk has not conformed to the required standards have been notified and 
the faults corrected.

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Report of School Committee 


The School Committee submits its annual report for the year 1952. 

Beginning in 1945, in response to public demand, a concerted effort has 
been made by successive School Committees, the Superintendent and the 
teaching staff toward effecting improvement in the quality of instruction 
and scholastic achievement in our schools. A program with these objectives 
has gradually evolved in the intervening years, based partly on recommenda- 
tions of the survey report of 1944, the collaborative efforts of departmental 
faculties, the ideas and suggestions of professional consultants and the 
contributions of many individuals. Your Committee can report further 
progress in this regard in the past year. In the Industrial Arts, of course, 
limitations of physical space and up-to-date facilities and equipment hamper 
our ability to offer a revitalized and broader program. Your Committee is 
continuing its efforts to improve our English program. The services of a 
consultant were engaged during the past year to analyse the English cur- 
riculum in the Junior and Senior High Schools. Recommendations were 
made with reference to closer integration of elementary with secondary 
English courses and in respect to curriculum revision, supervision, faculty 
collaboration and other matters, as a basis for improving our work in this 
field. A faculty committee is currently working on this problem. 


School Plant and Facilities 


Growth in elementary school enrollment in the past five years required 
the building of the Parkhurst School and additions to the Mystic and Wash- 
ington Schools substantially doubling the capacity of each. Parkhurst 
School was designed to accommodate 210 pupils. The present enrollment is 
205. The rate of population growth in this school area has exceeded earlier 
estimates so that the seven classroom school built in 1947 rather than the 
ten classroom building advocated by the School Committee will shortly be- 
come inadequate. We believe additional classrooms will be needed by Sep- 
tember 1954 and intend to request the appointment of a building committee 
for Parkhurst School at the 1953 Town Meeting. The Committee concurs 
with the Planning Board that this is the appropriate time to request the 
Town to purchase two sites of at least twelve acres each in the High Street - 
Ridge Street area as locations for future new elementary school and play- 
ground areas. 

The enrollment increases which forced an expansion of our elementary 
school facilities will soon make a significant impact upon our Junior and 
Senior High Schools. The growing need for enlarged and improved secondary 
facilities has been recognized for many years. Several building committees 
have studied the problem but their recommendations have consistently been 
voted down either in Town Meeting on the merits, or where a financing 
bond issue was involved, on a referendum. The resulting delay has had the 
effect of penalizing students in attendance in our secondary schools while 
the debate on facilities has gone on. In addition to the many thousands of 
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dollars spent for architects plans and building committee expenses, costs of 
construction have continued to rise. Collateral problems such as grade 
crossing elimination, the suggested closing of Main Street and traffic re- 
routing have tended to confuse public thinking on the basic need for ad- 
ditional secondary facilities. The time is now at hand when, if adequate 
building facilities for the secondary schools are not provided, some definite 
action must be taken by your Committee, if we are to fulfill our statutory 
obligation. The most practical solution would appear to be to reorganize the 
Junior and Senior High Schools on a two session basis with half the stu- 
dents attending classes in the morning and half in the afternoon. This ar- 
rangement would, if adopted, involve increased operating expense in terms 
of additional teaching, clerical and custodial employees, heat, light, and 
general maintenance, 

In the summer of 1952 fire insurance safety inspectors condemned the 
further use of the High School heating plant and at a special Town Meet- 
ing held August 13th $78,451.30 was appropriated to install new boilers and 
accessory equipment. At the same time the sum of $2,552.00 was appropri- 
ated to provide fire screens in the Wadleigh Building in conformity with 
the requirements of the Department of Public Safety which had refused 
to renew the Certificate of Use for the school. The work provided for by 
these appropriations has been substantially completed. 

Our policy of employing married women teachers continues to assist 
us in finding qualified replacements for teachers leaving our system be- 
cause of transfer, health, marriage and other reasons. The shortage of 
elementary teachers has become so acute in the past year that the Com- 
mittee has had to waive, in some instances, one of its usual requirements of 
“at least two years teaching experience” as a prerequisite to employment in 
the Winchester Schools. 

The Committee wishes to extend its thanks to the superintendent and 
faculty for their continuing cooperation. It also wishes to thank the many 
individuals whose service on committees and in other ways has assisted 
it in the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To The School Committee: 


Every school system has at least three problems in common with all 
others: Providing proper housing for its school enrollment; keeping the 
public informed on school problems, questions and progress; and conducting 
a timely educational program for its student body. 
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We have been fortunate in our community that we have not had a “flood 
tide” increase in population. While growing, our rate of growth has not 
been as rapid, or as overwhelming, as that of some of our neighbors. But, 
we are growing, as the figures below show.

The School Committee, very wisely a few years ago, set up as standards 
pupil-teacher ratios for the Elementary Schools of 25:1, and for the Sec- 
ondary 22:1. At the present time, those ratios are 26:1 and 22:1, for the 
Elementary and Secondary, respectively. The Mystic School has become our 
largest Elementary School with an enrollment of 415, and a pupil-teacher 
ratio of 30:1. 

The building of the Parkhurst School and the additions at Mystic and 
Washington have made good provisions for elementary children thus far. 
Greater increases in the enrollment at Mystic and Parkhurst can and will 
create conditions which will be either educationally sub-standard, or finan- 
cially costly to the Town. 

A growing school population carries with it more problems than just 
that of housing or seating. It affects the size of classes and size of classes 
affects instruction. As classes rise in numbers, the caliber and amount of 
work that can be done for individual pupils declines. 

As the number of classes increases, the demand for teachers is greater. 
The question of finding the caliber of teacher you want is becoming harder. 
Contrary to the thinking of many people, not anyone and everyone can teach 
school; not every college graduate can teach school, either. Good teaching 
is an art and a field of high professional attainment, requiring technical skill, 
a real love for the work, and superior personal qualities. 

Providing space for pupils has been met well, thus far, because the de- 
mand has been only in the Elementary Schools. The High School and Junior 
High School rolls have stayed about the same so far, and that alone has 
saved us from some very serious problems. What can and will happen in 
the next few years must become clear to you by looking at the figures that 
follow.

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Obviously, the High School and Junior High School face serious prob- 
lems, in the near future, of just seating or housing the in-coming student 
bodies. This community, or any community, cannot afford to wait until the 
“rush” is on and then try to do something quickly, and at the same time, plan 
for the future Wisely. 


Keeping close to The Public: 


This is another problem always with us. By means of pupil reports, 
home visits, conferences, meetings, special articles and reports, we try to 
keep the public informed and, at the same time, get the ideas of the adult 
members of the Town. But there is always a group we do not reach or meet. 

Parents and the public generally are welcome to visit the schools and 
confer with the staff about the problems of individual pupils and of the 
schools in general. It is only by close cooperation and an effort to have 
mutual understanding that the best job can be done for the pupil and the 
community. 

The school program has its strong points and its weaknesses. Many 
weaknesses or failures are due to a lack of understanding and to a poor 
relationship between home and school. The best way to answer a question 
is to go to the schools and talk it over. 


A Program that is up to Date and Effective: 

Such a program is a continual problem of a school staff, or should be. 
New demands are constantly arising; new needs have to be met. 

Test results during the past five years show a steady improvement 
among our pupils in the Three R’s. They now stand above the national 
norms. Our graduates going to college likewise make fine records there. 
Over the years they have averaged B — in their first year in college and 
have passed over 96% of the subjects taken. Our commercial graduates, 
during the last five years, have all been placed in positions before gradua- 
tion. Each year we pay the tuition of a small group of boys, who wish to 
start trade training, in attending a neighboring vocational school. 

With present facilities, we have expanded as much as we can in the 
Fine and Industrial Arts. Definite efforts are being made to interest more 
girls in Home Economics. More should be done in Health Education. It 
would be a good thing if more college bound pupils could have at least a year 
of typing. Our chief program problem is to do more for the non-college 
bound and non-commercial course pupil. 

During this past year, we employed the temporary services of con- 
sultants in Speech, Industrial Arts and Secondary English. This may prove 
to be the best way for a small school system like ours to get special and 
expert help on difficult problems that arise. 

Tensions and worries in the homes are carried to school by pupils and 
psychological problems and questions are presented the schools, problems 
which they are neither qualified nor equipped to handle. A child study clinic, 
a trained visiting teacher who constantly works with homes and school may 
be necessary in the near future. 

A growing number of adults is going into other communities for 
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evening courses, either as hobbies or to fit themselves better for an occupa- 
tion. That, too, may become a pressing need. 

Another question being asked is, how long will school costs continue to 
rise? Several factors affect this. 

First of all, one can say that as long as everything else increases, and 
the value of the dollar declines, the school budget will be vitally affected. 
Any community, therefore, that is anxious to just maintain its present 
standard and with no additional services, will face increases. To arbitrarily 
say that the budget must stop at a certain figure would be to condemn the 
children of the community to a program that was inadequate and even 
obsolete. 

Other factors are responsible for increased costs. The rate of popula- 
tion growth has to be taken into account. More children mean more build- 
ings, more books, more supplies, more teachers. In turn, costs for all of these 
items have shown marked increases. 

Teachers’ salaries have gone up — in gross figures, chiefly, rather than 
on purchasing power. From 1940-1951, our average woman teacher’s salary 
went from $1,815 to $3,677; the average man teacher’s salary rose from 
$2,775 to $4,243.00. When you consider the decline in the value of the dollar, 
this increase becomes largely fictitious. Even so, the gross annual income 
of teachers in Massachusetts is lower than that paid to industrial and other 
kinds of skilled labor. Until that is remedied, teachers’ salaries will be an 
unsettled item. One community in this Metropolitan area has a beginning 
annual wage for janitors that is $400 higher than the salary for a beginning 
teacher. One questions if such a condition is evidence of belief in education. 

In setting up teachers’ salaries, it is unwise to consider only the present 
teaching staff. We must keep ourselves in a good competitive position, and 
be able to hold and attract good teachers. In addition, it is very important 
that we keep in mind high school and college students, who are planning 
their future vocations. Too often, deliberations on salaries overlook their 
possibilities to serve as incentives and inducements to promising young 
people to enter the teaching profession. 

The answer to the question when will school costs stop rising, therefore, 
depends on several factors. 


1. When the costs of labor and materials decline or stop rising, those 
unit costs in school budgets can stop. 


2. When the growth in population, or the moving of people from one 
place to another, slows down, the need for more buildings, more 
books, more teachers will be less. 


3. When the teaching profession occupies a more attractive place in 
the vocational plans of American youth, salary schedules will be 
more stable. 


It is a mistake to think that we are a “different” community, that 
we face problems and situations peculiar only to ourselves. Rather we 
should keep in mind that we are a typical American community facing prob- 
lems common to hundreds of other communities. The fundamental difference 
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among communities, if there is any, is the immediacy of the problem and 
the approach to its solution. 

It is with the deepest sincerity that I thank the School Committee, the 
whole school staff, the Mothers’ Clubs, and the other citizens of our Town 
for their understanding and cooperation in our efforts to improve the edu- 
cational program for the youth of Winchester.

DROP-OUTS 


A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1952 between the times 
of entrance and of graduation gives a group of 29 new members to the class 
and 93 pupils who have left the group. There were also 32 other pupils who 
entered the class at some time during the four years, but again left the 
group, so their presence had no effect on the over-all change in size and that 
number has not been included. 

There were 237 members (126 boys, 111 girls) of the class as fresh- 
men. A total of 173 (83 boys, 90 girls) were graduated in June, 1952.

Building Committee 


January 10, 1953 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 

The Town Meeting of March 27, 1951 by unanimous vote authorized 
our committee to remodel part of the old George Washington School and 
build an addition thereto. 

Kelly & Gruzen, William W. Davies, Associate, were chosen as archi- 
tects. The construction contract was awarded to John F. Griffin Co. of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts on September 11, 1951. Each served the town 
creditably and to our satisfaction. The building was formally accepted by 
us as of August 31, 1952. 

Lacking only a few pieces of equipment the school was completed and 
opened for public inspection on September 2 and 8 and ready for the pupils 
on September 4, 1952. The completed project gave this school fourteen 
classrooms, auditorium, gymnasium or activity room, complete clinic, elec- 
tric kitchen, principal’s office, secretary’s office, complete toilet facilities 
and storage space. Coal burning boilers were removed and two large oil 
burning boilers installed. 

The new addition is completely firesafe, of modern design and materials 
and except for the new kindergarten is completely equipped with steel fur- 
niture. Desk tops are of plastic. More equipment was provided than re- 
quested by the School Committee and we anticipate no expenditures neces- 
sary from their funds. 

The arrangement of the auditorium with its large lobby, toilet facilities 
and kitchen is very complementary to the strong parent participation and 
youth programs established in this school district. The auditorium has 
already been used to full capacity on many occasions. Pupils, teachers and 
custodian shared in the design and color schemes. 

While final cost figures are closely determined we still have an unex- 
pended balance of funds for work to be done on the school grounds and per- 
haps other incidentals when warmer weather permits. 

The project will be completed within our appropriation, we expect, 
but any surplus will be negligible. 

We are indeed grateful to the many citizens who so generously con- 
tributed to the success of this project. We trust that our efforts will merit 
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the approval of our fellow citizens. Pending our final report the following

Report of the Town Manager 
Committee 


1949 

The original Town Manager Committee was appointed by the Modera- 
tor as a result of action taken at the adjourned Town Meeting of March 
24,1949. At that time there was a vote providing for the appointment of a 
Town Manager Committee which “shall investigate, study, consider and 
make any recommendation as to the advisability of the appointment or 
employment of a Town Manager or any reorganization of the Town govern- 
ment that will provide a more united, integrated, efficient or economical ad- 
ministration cf the executive functions and public services of the Town. 
They shall make their report in time to be printed in the next Annual Town 
Report and shall make their recommendations to the Town as to what, if 
any, action is desirable and appropriate.” 


1950 
Your Committee reported in 1950 and asked to be continued. 


At the 1950 Town Meeting, it was voted that “the Town Manager Com- 
mittee be continued and that it be requested to file a further report in season 
for consideration at the next Annual Town Meeting and that a sum of $100 
be appropriated for the purpose of the Committee and its expenses. In 
carrying out its purpose, the Committee is authorized to examine the books 
and records of the various Town boards, committees and offcers and it is 
requested that the various boards, committees and officers cooperate with 
said Committee in making available to it their books and records. If the 
Committee’s report at the next Annual Town Meeting is in favor of a Town 
Manager form of government, then the said Committee is authorized and 
requested to prepare and submit a proposed charter for the consideration of 
the Town.” 


1951 

Your Committee reported in detail on Page 103 of the 1950 Town Re- 
port. In that Report the Committee did not recommend the Town Manager 
form of administration for Winchester. The Committee stressed the merits 
of the plan, but expressed the conviction that Winchester had not reached 
a point at which the adoption of the Town Manager form was advisable. 

At the 1951 Town Meeting, it was voted that “the report of the Town 
Manager Committee as printed be received and placed on file and that the 
Committee be continued and that it be further directed to consider the sub- 
ject matter of Article 24 and report at the next Annual Town Meeting and 
that two additional citizens of the Town-be appointed on this Committee by 
the Moderator.” 
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On October 8, 1951, the Moderator appointed additional members to 
the Committee. On October 15, 1951, the Town Clerk advised the Committee 
of the enlarged membership, namely, Mr. Joseph T. Callahan, Mr. K. Foster 
Cleaves, and Mr. Arthur J. Hewis, Jr. — Mr. Cleaves filling the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of the previous Chairman, Mr. Elliott F. Cameron, 
due to illness. 

On October 21, 1951, the enlarged Committee met and has been func- 
tioning since that time. 


This report is divided into three parts: 


1. What we have done 

2. What we have concluded 

38. What we recommend 
What We Have Done 

We have had 22 formal meetings plus several informal meetings since 
October 15, 1951. 

We scheduled two debates, one for department heads and one for the 
general public. Each was addressed by competent men on both the affirma- 
tive and negative sides of the Town Manager subject. Question periods 
followed. 

At the meeting for the department heads, the speakers were Mr. 
Dean Cushing, Town Manager of Wilmington for the affirmative side and 
Ex-Mayor Walter Lawrence of Medford for the negative. A representative 
group of department heads and officials attended. 

The public debate, held at the High School Auditorium was attended 
by less than 75 people. The speakers were Mr. Robert E. Leighton, Town 
Manager of Danvers, for the affirmative, and Senator Philip A. Graham of 
Hamilton for the negative. 

We have. had sub-committees check with other towns, sit in with the 
Public Works Council, study insurance and other subjects concerning town 
administration. 

We have had outside experts advise us on centralized purchasing. We 
have had extended discussions with the City Manager of Medford, Mr. 
James F. Shurtleff. 

We have prepared and submitted detailed questionnaires to several Town 
departments, particularly in respect to Town equipment, and have received 
replies from such departments. We believe this information will benefit 
the Town at large. 

We have asked the Assessors for a list of all tax title land and other 
town-owned parcels and have received such a list, as well as a list of tax- 
exempt property in Winchester. 

We have discussed many subjects—some briefly—others at length. Our 
general purpose has been to find ways and means of improving efficiency 
and economy in Town government and to recommend, if advisable, the adop- 
tion of the Town Manager system of municipal government. 


What We Have Concluded 
At the debate for department heads and in general discussion we found 
very little interest for the Town Manager system. Our studies have shown 
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us that most department heads in most communities are opposed to the 
Town Manager plan. An exception we have noted recently is in Concord 
where a member of your Committee attended the Town Meeting on March 
3, 1952 and learned that the Selectmen and others favored the Town Man- 
ager plan. 

However, we found Winchester department heads alert to any sugges- 
tions that would tend to increase their efficiency and cut down the budget. 
At the debate they asked many questions in that direction. 

At the public meeting in December 1951, a debate widely advertised in 
advance and sponsored by the League of Women Voters and the Kiwanis 
Club, the attendance was less than 75 people. At that meeting we found 
very little public interest for the Town Manager plan. We concluded, there- 
fore, that the general public in Winchester is not interested in the Town 
Manager system at this time. 

While much can be said about the merits of the Town Manager Plan 
and while some members of your Committee are positive that benefits can 
accrue to Winchester by the adoption of such a plan, your Committee as a 
whole does not consider it to be sound to foster a system that lacks the 
support of both elected officials and the public. 

We have concluded — and most people know — that Winchester is one 
of the outstanding communities in the Commonwealth as a place in which 
to live — to educate children — to participate in government — because it 
is free from corruption and governed by good men and women. We all know 
that the financial standing of Winchester compares favorably with the best. 

Because the standing of Winchester is excellent is no reason by itself 
that the citizens should remain complacent about their government. Eternal 
vigilance, continuous study of better ways of governmental procedure, and 
rugged individualistic constructive thinking should be encouraged and 
viewed objectively. A critical minority sometimes awakens a satisfied ma- 
jority to problems that otherwise might advance too far to the detriment 
of all. 


What We Recommend 
As can be seen from the Town Meeting votes, your Committee was as- 
signed two definite responsibilities: 


1. To make a recommendation as to the advisability of a Town Man- 
ager form of administration for Winchester. 


2. To recommend any change in the organizaion of the Town depart- 
ments which would result in more efficient administration and greater 
economy. 


On the first question, your Committee as a whole recommends against 
the adoption of the Town Manager form of administration for Winchester 
at this time, 


It should be pointed out, however, that there is a strong minority 
opinion on the Committee which believes that a Town Manager would great- 
ly facilitate the work of our Town Boards; result in real economy; and 
provide insurance for a continuation of sound government in Winchester. 
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On the second question, it is the unanimous opinion of the Committee 
that there can be real improvement in the operation of the Town depart- 
ments in several respects — and within the present structure of Town 
government. 


Public Works — A detailed report on the subject of the Public Works 
Council was made by our Sub-Committee under date of February 12, 1952. 
Your Committee finds that the Public Works Council as constituted and 
conducted in the past has been ineffective. Your Committee recommends 
that steps be taken to make the Public Works Council more effective and 
positive in its coordination of public works. 

We look upon the motion to be submitted by the Public Works Council 
under Article 30 as a recognition of this fact and as a temporary solution 
which our Committee supports. It is the considered opinion of our Com- 
mittee, however, that efficient operation of public works in Winchester re- 
quires eventual consolidation of such work under one management. 

Assisted by each department engaged in public works, we have pre- 
pared a schedule which gives in much detail the equipment owned by the 
Town, cost of the same, number of days it is used, number of days equip- 
ment is rented and from whom, and other information which we think to be 
pertinent. We recommend the adoption of a visual control system of equip- 
ment owned by the Town and that copies of the same be given to each de- 
partment head; that before any equipment is rented from an outside source, 
all Town equipment shall be checked first and used if possible — and that 
one man be placed in charge of working out and coordinating such a system. 

One of the functions of the Public Works Council should be to coordinate 
personnel. We recommend that a questionnaire be prepared by the Public 
Works Council and thereafter a visual control system be put into effect, 
copies of the same to be sent to each department, and that one man be 
placed in charge of this coordination program. We are aware there are 
human equations, legal and budgetary problems to be worked out, and we 
believe they can be. We are of the opinion, too, that the present Town 
Personnel Committee can be of substantial assistance to the Public Works 
Council. 


Purchasing — The purchasing of equipment and supplies is extremely 
important in any business or any government. We recommend that steps 
be taken by the Selectmen to improve, coordinate, and centralize purchasing 
for Town departments. Along these lines, we recommend that a visual con- 
trol system of all supplies purchased by the Town be set up and that the 
Selectmen appoint three professionally trained purchasing agents to assist 
in the establishment of a centralized purchasing system under the Select- 
men. Your Committee has already had one meeting with some of these 
men who are citizens of the Town, and we believe they are ready to help 
on the problem at no cost to the Town. We recommend that no newly-paid 
position be created and that the Selectmen designate someone already em- 
ployed in the Town to consolidate and supervise purchasing at no additional 
cost —- and consistent with legislation, 

Although your Committee does not recommend at this time the adoption 
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of the Town Manager plan for Winchester, it calls to the attention of the 
Town three important points: 


1. The favorable attitude of the Massachusetts Taxpayers’ Association 
toward the Town Manager form of administration which is qualified as fol- 
lows in its leaflet, “Taxtalk”’: 

“The Taxpayers’ Federation, as heretofore, endorses the principle 

of professionalized city or town management, but warns against 

the indiscriminate adoption of manager plans as a panacea. A 

manager plan does not in itself guarantee more efficient govern- 

ment.” 


2. With rising costs of government and sharply increasing taxes, it is 
imperative that all Town departments and Town Meeting members be con- 
stantly alert and open minded to every possible means for improving effi- 
ciency and effecting economies in Town operations. 


3. The Town Manager is a method of administration of Town govern- 
ment which should not be permanently dismissed as a possibility for Win- 
chester. A review of procedures from time to time in the light of changing 
conditions is constructive, and we recommend that periodically a Committee 
on Town Administration be appointed by vote of the Town Meeting to re- 
view the functioning and efficiency of our Town government. 

Your Committee wishes to thank the many officials and others in Win- 
chester who assisted us in carrying out the vote of the Town to investigate 
this subject and respectfully ask that this Report be accepted and placed 
on file and that the Committee be discharged.

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Report of the Planning Board 


Winchester, Massachusetts, January 1, 1953 
The Planning Board submits its thirty-eighth annual report. 


TOWN PLANNING AND ZONING 


At the Annual Representative Town Meeting of March 15, 1951, the 
following vote was passed: 
Voted, That Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($7,500) be ap- 
propriated for expenditure under the direction of the Planning 
Board for the purpose of securing expert assistance in the mat- 
ter of Town Planning and Zoning. 


Pursuant to this vote we engaged the services of Allen Benjamin as a 
professional consultant on October 26, 1951. 


1. At first Mr. Benjamin devoted his attention primarily to revising the 
text of the Zoning By-Law. Numerous amendments were adopted at 
the Annual Representative Town Meeting on March 24, 1952 and with 
a few minor omissions were approved by the Attorney General on 
October 27, 1952. Having been duly published in the Winchester Star, 
these amendments are now in effect. 

Unfortunately, Section 7A as submitted to the Attorney General 
and appproved by him contained a clause which the Town Meeting mem- 
bers had specifically voted to eliminate. In order to correct this mistake 
Wwe are sponsoring an amendment to strike out the words “or unless 
such non-conforming use is discontinued” after the word “abandoned” 
so that said section 7A as amended shall read as follows: 

Any lawful building or structure, or use of a building, structure or 

land existing at the time this by-law is adopted which does not 

- conform to the regulations of the district in which located may be 
continued, unless and until abandoned for a period of one year. 


During the period since March 1952 the attention of Mr. Benjamin and 
his Associates has been devoted to the master plan studies which were out- 
lined in our 1951 report as follows: 


2. Preparation of a master plan and report for the future development of 
the section of Winchester generally west of Cambridge Street including 
among other things specific recommendations for location of schools, 
fire stations, parks, playgrounds and major streets and for zoning map 
changes in this section, particularly for business. 

3. Revision of general town-wide master plan insofar as changes are 
necessary, including specific recommendations for adjustments in busi- 
ness zoning and for improvements in traffic and automobile parking. 
Believing that the subject matter is of vital interest to all citizens of 

Winchester, we are appending the full text of Mr. Benjamin’s final report. 
Our position with regard to his proposals is summarized below. 
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Elementary Schools West of Cambridge Street 


1. 


We favor immediate construction of a three room addition to the Park- 
hurst School. 

We favor immediate acquisition of an elementary school site of about 
eleven and one-half acres on the west side of Ridge Street opposite 
Lockeland Road.

We favor immediate extension of the Wildwood Street Playground by 
the acquisition of approximately five acres of land adjacent thereto. 
We favor immediate acquisition of a playfield site of about nine and 
one-half acres at the northeast corner of the intersection of Ridge Street 
and Johnson Road. 

We favor gradual development of a playfield on Water Department land 
off Pond Street at Brantwood Road in lieu of the Middlesex St. Play- 
ground mentioned in previous Planning Board reports.

We favor immediate acquisition of a site for a West Side Fire Station 
containing about eight-tenths of an acre between High Street and 
Lockeland Road at their intersection with Ridge Street.

We favor acceptance of the county layout of Johnson Road from Ridge 
Street to the Lexington Town Line. 

We favor extension of the High Street layout about two hundred feet 
to intersect said Johnson Road layout. 


. We favor layout of a diagonal Street about three hundred feet in 


length between Lockeland Road and Ridge Street at its intersection 
with High Street. 


We favor layout of a new street about thirteen hundred feet in length 
from Ridge Street at Lockeland Road to Dunster Lane along the north- 
ern boundry of the proposed elementary school site. 


We favor realignment of the Ridge Street layout to reduce the curve 
at the top of the hill north of Johnson Road. 


We favor layout of a new street from Johnson Road (about midway 
between Ridge Street and Westland Avenue) northerly to Route 3. 
In order to protect the entrance to this street its exterior lines should 
be established for a distance of about two hundred feet from Johnson 
Road. 


We favor layout of a new street about twenty-six hundred feet in 
length from Johnson Road northeasterly along the ridge behind the 
Wildwood Street playground to Pond Street, thus providing a con- 
necting link in an important east-west route across the town that will 
divert through traffic from the center and also from the intersection at 
Wildwood and Cambridge Streets,

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We believe further improvement of said east-west route is possible if 
Woburn and Middlesex County officials will co-operate in constructing 
a short street within the City of Woburn between Lake Street and Main 
Street opposite Cross Street. 

We favor eventual construction of a new street across Water Depart- 
ment land from Brantwood Road to Horn Pond Brook Road. When we 
met to discuss the six year program of proposed public improvements, 
the Board of Selectmen suggested that start of construction of Horn 
Pond Brook Road be delayed for at least six years due to the large 
number of highway projects having higher priority. We concur in their 
opinion that the street herein proposed should not be built until the 
southern section of Horn Pond Brook Road is finished, thereby creating 
a new route from the west and northwest to the center. 

A recent traffic analysis by the State Department of Public Works 
seems to justify the future construction of a road by-passing the busi- 
ness district and extending northwesterly through the Skillings prop- 
erty from a new traffic circle at the intersection of Washington and 
Mount Vernon Streets to Main Street North of the theater. However, 
completion of other projects now under study may affect the need for 
such a road. 

In May, 1949, Commissioner Callahan of the Department of Public 
Works gave written assurance that the Northwest Expressway would 
not be constructed through Winchester in the location shown on the 
Master Highway Plan for the Boston Metropolitan area which was 
submitted to the Governor in 1948. So far as we can determine no 
alternate route has yet been selected, but we have no doubt that a 
Northwest Expressway will eventually be built in a more suitable 
location. 

It together with the east-west route previously referred to via 
Cross Street, Pond Street and Johnson Road will eliminate much of 
the through traffic from Winchester center. It is quite possible that 
the elimination of the grade crossing Will speed up the flow of the 
remaining traffic to such an extent that construction of the by-pass 
may prove unnecessary.

At the Annual Representative Town Meeting March 12, 1953 we intend 
to propose Amendments to the Zoning By-Law to provide for a limited 
type of business district and also to provide for increased control over 
earth removal both in residential areas and in business and industrial 
districts. 

If the limited business district is approved we intend to further pro- 
pose that the first such district be established on a three and one-half 
acre site on the southerly side of Lockeland Road at its intersection 
with Ridge Street. 

Mr. Benjamin’s recommendations for readjustment of the boundaries 
of business and industrial zones throughout the town need further 
study and will be reported on at a later date. 
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Automobile Parking in Winchester Center 

20. We favor immediate acquisition of about one acre of land adjacent to 
the Winchester railroad station for development as a municipal park- 
ing lot. 

21. We favor immediate enlargement of the municipal parking lot behind 
the police and fire stations by extending the paved area to include land 
adjacent to the river now under control of the Park Commissioners. We 
also favor acquisition in the near future of a rectangular parcel of about 
one-sixth acre along the northern boundary of said parking lot and of 
a small strip of land between the fire station and the Central Hardware 
store to be used as a drive for one way traffic entering the parking lot 
from Mount Vernon Street. 

22. We favor the immediate construction of a foot-bridge across the mill 
pond between the Town Hall Parking lot and the Converse Place foot- 
path. 

23. We favor the changes in parking restrictions suggested by Mr. Ben- 
jamin provided the. railroad and M.D.C. will cooperate. 


We have discussed all of the above proposals with the various Boards 
and Committees concerned and we have requested that Articles be inserted 
in the Warrant for the items that must be acted upon by Town Meeting 
Members. 


DWELLING HOUSE CONSTRUCTION 


Once again in 1952 dwelling house construction in Winchester reached 
a new peak, with 202 permits for new houses being granted by the Build- 
ing Commissioner compared with the previous high of 178 in 1951. Permits 
issued during the period from 1949 to 1952 were divided between the various 
precincts as follows:

Note. A permit was issued for one two family house in Precinct 2 and 
all other 1952 permits were for single family houses. 


The number of permits issued in Precinct 4 during 1952 is considerably 
in excess of the average growth of 30 per year which Mr. Benjamin has 
predicted for the next twenty years. If the actual rate of growth continues 
at such a high level, the new elementary school and playground facilities 
west of Cambridge Street will be needed sooner than expected. 
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SIX YEAR PROGRAM OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS 

The Planning Board presents for the fourteenth consecutive year its 
report on the six year program. 

We have included in Table I the usual schedule of public improvements 
proposed by the various Boards and Committees. However, we have not 
included the projects which we are recommending in connection with Mr. 
Benjamin’s Master Plan Study, because we do not yet have any accurate 
estimates of their cost. : 

A large bond issue will undoubtedly be necessary for enlarging the 
Junior-Senior High School facilities. We hope that all other projects can 
be financed from the excess and deficiency account or the tax levy. 


GRADE CROSSING ELIMINATION 

We have consistently favored the plan for elimination of the grade cross- 
ing by elevating the railroad tracks from a point south of Wedgemere sta- 
tion to a point north of Swanton Street. We were gratified that our position 
was upheld by a clear majority of the voters who went to the polls for the 
Referendum Vote on the Plan held on April 22, 1952. 

When money from the new two hundred million dollar State highway 
bond issue becomes available about the middle of January we hope that 
contracts for elevating the tracks will be let without further delay. 


“NEW LAW” PLANNING BOARD 

Last year the Town Meeting Members delayed accepting General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Section 81K to 81U inclusive, which would have placed sub- 
division control under the Board of Survey. Instead, the subject matter of 
Article 37 was referred to a Committee to be appointed by the Moderator. 

This year, we have recommended to that Committee that a “New Law” 
Planning Board be established under Chapter 41, General Laws, Section 
81A-Y thereby giving subdivision control to the Planning Board instead of 
to the Board of Survey. The Selectmen concur in this recommendation. 

If the “New Law” Planning Board is established, expert assistance 
will be required to adopt regulations for submission and approval of sub- 
division plats, and for further master plan studies. Some clerical help will 
be required also. Therefore, we are requesting an appropriation of $3,000 
for 1958.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS WEST OF CAMBRIDGE STREET 
Present Situation 


The entire area west of Cambridge Street constitutes a single elemen- 
tary school attendance district. The boundary between this district and the 
remainder of the town, which follows along’ Cambridge Street for its en- 
tire length in Winchester, is a relatively inflexible line. This is because 
the street carries heavy vehicular traffic and is therefore a major line of 
hazard which should not be crossed in home-to-school travel. Furthermore, 
the street demarks a pronounced change in topography, street pattern, and 
residential density, thus forming an unusually logical division between 
neighborhoods. 

The Parkhurst School serving the public elementary pupils (kinder- 
garten through grade six) of the district west of Cambridge Street is 
seriously overcrowded. This seven-room school with a design capacity of 
one hundred and seventy-five pupils can readily be expanded into a ten- 
room school with a capacity of two hundred and fifty pupils. Further ex- 
pansion into a complete double unit, with fourteen classrooms and a capacity 
of three hundred and fifty, while possible, would require drastic reduction 
in the already small open spaces of the site. 


Future Prospects 


A special study on the future growth of the area west of Cambridge 
Street (described under “Zoning and Land Use”) indicates that the ap- 
proximately five hundred dwellings now located here will increase to over 
one thousand by 1972. This should result in a corresponding increase in 
the public elementary school membership of the district to about four hun- 
dred and thirty pupils by 1972. Thus, even if the Parkhurst School is 
doubled, its capacity alone would be inadequate to serve the West Side 
twenty years hence—and probably inadequate fifteen years hence. The 
expected 1972 membership, at an average of twenty-five pupils per room, 
would necessitate a total of seventeen classrooms. This is precisely the 
number that would be available if three rooms were added to the Park- 
hurst School and a new seven-room unit were constructed. 

The elementary membership will continue to rise to about six hundred 
at the end of fifty years, which would call for at least twenty-four class- 
rooms—seven more than the number needed by 1972. These additional 
rooms could be provided by completely doubling the new school, or by 
constructing another separate seven-room unit. 
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Ultimate development of the area west of Cambridge Street to max- 
imum density permitted by topography and zoning will produce a further 
rise in elementary school membership, to about seven hundred pupils. This 
membership, under prevailing standards, would require the provision of 
twenty-eight classrooms, which is the number that would be contained in 
two complete double-unit schools. 

In order to select a site for the needed new elementary school building, 
it is first necessary to delineate in a general way the new attendance district 
which such building will be required to serve. By trial and error, the present 
Parkhurst District was divided into two districts, one of which would con- 
tinue to be served by the Parkhurst School and the other by the new school. 
The boundary between the districts finally selected follows, from the Wo- 
burn line to High Street, a proposed major road (recommended under 
“Major Streets”) and from High Street to the Arlington line, along the 
Country Club property and Hutchinson Road. The districts are so con- 
stituted that for both 1972 and ultimate development, the number of dwell- 
ings contained in each will be directly proportional to the recommended 
pupil capacity of their respective school buildings. For fifty-year growth, 
a slight eastward shift of the boundary would be necessary to maintain 
the load-capacity ratio. 


Size of Site Required 


The new elementary school building required in the near future to 
serve the necessary new attendance district should have a generous site. 
If possible, the site should be sufficiently large to permit inclusion of play- 
field and other playground facilities, adequate not only as a school adjunct, 
but as a needed element in the year-round recreational plant of the area. 
The site should therefore contain about eight acres of usable land, of which 
at least five acres should be physically adaptable to playfield development. 
This will allow three acres for the building, landscaped grounds, service 
areas, parking spaces, and driveway. 

The eight-acre total size will satisfy a frequently used formula for 
area of school site: five acres minimum plus one acre for each one hundred 
pupils. (Here, about three hundred and fifty pupils are ultimately expec- 
ted.) At the same time, if the prospective playfield is regarded as a rec- 
reational facility exclusively, its five-acre size will adequately serve all 
dwellings not served by other existing and proposed playfields in the 
vicinity (described under “Recreation Areas’). It should be emphasized, 
however, that the above acreage figures are minimum ones only. A site 
having more usable space than any hard and fast minimum will generally 
allow increased flexibility in design and permit better insulation of facilities 
from surrounding property. 


Evaluation of Potential Sites 

Within one-half mile of the center of the proposed new attendance 
district, there were found to be seven locations containing eight acres or 
more of open Jand, at least three acres of which have a moderate natural 
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land slope (under ten per cent). These areas were all initially considered 
to be potential school and playfield sites. 

However, in addition to the factor of size, already discussed, there are 
many other qualities of a good school site which must be given considera- 
tion—such as centrality of location, freedom from hazards, safety of ap- 
proach, and physical adaptability. The standing of each potential site in 
regard to these and other important factors was carefully determined. Be- 
cause of the large amount of detail involved in this evaluation, a special 
report on the subject was made to the Planning Board. 

As might be expected, no one site proved to be the best in every single 
regard; it was therefore considered necessary to “score” the sites as to 
their relative standing on each factor, weighing the scores in accordance 
with the importance of that factor. Two scoring systems were used: a 
“Score Card” suggested by the Massachusetts School Building Assistance 
Commission, and a simplified scoring which placed more weight on the 
factor of centrality. The site subsequently recommended for acquisition 
scored the highest under both systems. 


Recommendations for Action 


Recommended: THE ACQUISITION OF AN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
SITE ON THE WEST SIDE OF RIDGE STREET OPPOSITE 
LOCKELAND ROAD 


The area recommended for acqusition is bounded on the east by Ridge 
Street, on the south by an existing property line (at right angles to Ridge 
Street and about two hundred feet south of its intersection with Lockeland 
Road), on the west by an existing property line (near Dunster Lane), and 
on the north by a proposed new street connecting Dunster Lane with the end 
of Lockeland Road. The site contains a total of about eleven and one-half 
acres, of which about five acres are relatively level and well suited for 
playfield construction. It is contemplated that the playfield would be lo- 
cated on the section of the site nearest Ridge Street and that the school 
building would be erected on the higher land to the rear, about midway be- 
tween Ridge Street and Dunster Lane. 

This site, and the building location in particular, are well protected 
from any possible nuisances in the vicinity. The surrounding section is 
zoned for low-density residential occupancy, and there are no non-conform- 
ing uses nearby of a detrimental type. The slope of the land gives visual 
protection from the south and west, while the proposed new secondary 
street and the short length of Ridge Street bounding the site on the other 
two sides, provide additional insulation. The site is an attractive one, with 
natural variations in slope and cover. 

As was the case With all but one of the possible sites in the district, 
this recommended site has some frontage on a major street. However, it 
is considered that any possible hazard from vehicular traffic can be mini- 
mized or entirely eliminated through proper placement and design of the 
facilities on the site. Specifically, although the proposed playfield within 
the site will be about twenty feet from Ridge Street, it may be completely 
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separated from that street by planting, fences or other physical barriers, 
with access permitted only from the new minor street along the north side. 
The building location within the site will be over five hundred feet from 
Ridge Street and two hundred feet from the new minor street (with access 
only from the latter). 

Even more important, perhaps, is the matter of the children’s safety 
from vehicular traffic in their home-to-school travel. This factor may be 
measured in terms of the number of necessary major street crossings in 
such travel, and is a function of site location which cannot be altered by 
any changes in design within the site itself. The total number of pupil- 
street crossings necessary to reach the recommended site was identical 
with the number for one other site and substantially less than for all the 
other sites considered. (The future major streets within the school district 
are Ridge Street south of Johnson Road, Johnson Road and its proposed 
extension to the Lexington line, and Lockeland Road.) If these future 
lines of hazard are plotted on the map, it is apparent, even without compu- 
tation, that the recommended site serves the largest (and potentially most 
populous) of the areas uncrossed by these lines. 

The recommended site has relatively good centrality. The probable 
building location ‘within the site is two thousand and fifty feet walking dis- 
tance from the expected 1972 population center of the attendance district 
and twenty-four hundred feet walking distance from the ultimate center. 
Although the furthermost ultimate dwelling in the school attendance dis- 
trict (located in the extreme northwest corner of the town), will be a mile 
and one-half from the building, over eighty per cent of the total expected 
dwellings will be within one mile of the building. 

The five acres needed for playfield and other playground purposes will 
require a moderate amount of grading; however, the amount required, based 
on preliminary studies, is less than in any other site but one, and approxi- 
mately equal to the amount required in that site. There seems to be no par- 
ticular problem as to ledge or drainage, but if construction difficulties do 
later appear, the site is sufficiently large to permit some shifting in the 
placement of facilities. The probable building location is considered es- 
pecially satisfactory in that it will have excellent drainage and should re- 
ceive little or no surface water run-off from other land. 


Other Proposals for the Future 


The need for immediate enlargement of the Parkhurst School through 
the addition of three rooms has already been discussed, and this is provided 
for in the Planning Board’s capital budget. The construction of the seven- 
room elementary school building on the new site recommended for acqui- 
sition can, of course, be deferred for some time. However, a conservative 
estimate of growth rate indicates that unless the building’ is available for 
use by 1963, the Parkhurst School, as enlarged, will have at least thirty- 
five pupils per room. Further projection of growth indicates that seven 
more rooms will need to be available in the district by 1983, which is only 
thirty years hence. After the provision of this second completely new unit, 
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the average pupil load per classroom in the area. west of Cambridge Street 
should not exceed twenty-eight to thirty for at least another forty years. 


RECREATION AREAS 


Present Situation and Objectives 


The built-up sections of town, lying largely to the east of Cambridge 
Street, are well served by a variety of public recreation areas. In addition 
to areas developed for one or more special forms of recreation, (as the 
Palmer Playground), there exist a number of areas providing for a variety 
of play activities, including field sports (as Leonard and Ginn Fields). It 
is with the latter type of relatively large multi-purpose areas (over three 
acres) that this report is concerned. To differentiate such areas from 
special purpose facilities, they will be referred to herein as “playfields” 
(rather than as “playgrounds,” which is the technically correct designation 
for such fields if under twelve acres in size). 

The playfields located east of Cambridge Street not only all exceed 
the minimum standard size of three acres, but equal or exceed the size 
(above this minimum) recommended for the number of dwellings which 
they respectively serve. (Standards of the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation call for a ‘‘playfield” size ranging from three acres to serve a 
neighborhood of two hundred and seventy-five dwellings to a “playfield” of 
six acres to serve a neighborhood of thirteen. hundred and seventy-five 
dwellings.) 

Even more important than the size of the existing playfields is their 
distance from the dwellings which they serve. It was found that approxi- 
mately ninety per cent of the homes east of Cambridge Street are within 
three-quarters of a mile walking distance of one or more playfields, which 
distance may be considered as the desirable maximum for Winchester. 
(Standards vary somewhat in this regard, ranging from a recommended 
maximum of only one-half mile to a distance equal to the locally acceptable 
maximum walking distance for an elementary school. Although the latter 
distance in Winchester is officially one mile, all but five per cent of the 
dwellings east of Cambridge Street are within three-quarters of a mile 
of the nearest elementary school.) 

In 1924 a master plan of existing and proposed recreation areas was 
prepared under the direction of the Planning Board. This plan called for 
the provision of a play area (either a playfield or small play lot) within 
a quarter of a mile of every dwelling. It was felt at that time that the 
very small children (pre-school age) should be able to find some play space 
within that distance of their home. This standard of service hes not as 
yet been provided in Winchester, even in the built-up sections, and it is 
here considered that before the present playfield system is supplemented 
by the addition of play lots, it should be first extended to give the present 
standard of coverage to any unserved sections. (This will be discussed in 
more detail later.) 

If the recommended playfield standards are applied to the town as a 
whole, certain specific deficiencies are to be found. First, there is one sec- 
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tion (and only one) of substantial size east of Cambridge Street which 
is more than three-quarters of a mile from the nearest playfield. This is 
the section surrounding Winter Pond and extending from Wildwood Ceme- 
tery to Wedgemere Avenue. (Two very small sections, one in the extreme 
northeast corner of the town and the other in the extreme southeast cor- 
ner are also over three-quarters of a mile from a playfield, but they con- 
tain a relatively small number of dwellings, and are only slightly over the 
three-quarter mile limit.) 

The real problem arises west of Cambridge Street. The Wildwood 
Street playfield, although containing three acres within its boundaries, has 
only about two acres of usable land. Thus it is below the minimum recom- 
mended size. Further, it now serves the entire area west of Cambridge 
Street and a substantial section east of Cambridge Street containing al- 
together about seven hundred dwellings. As this number of houses calls 
for a playfield of at least three and eight-tenths usable acres, the serious- 
ness of the present deficiency becomes even more apparent. 


Future Prospects 


The area east of Cambridge Street in the vicinity of Winter Pond is 
experiencing some new residential building, and a slight further increase 
in the number of dwellings located therein is expected; consequently, the 
need for a playfield in this area will increase somewhat with the passage 
of time. However, it is again west of Cambridge Street that the future 
will precipitate the most serious change in the recreational situation. The 
present five hundred odd dwellings in this area are expected to increase to 
a near ultimate of two thousand dwellings, forty-five per cent of which 
will be located over three-quarters of a mile walking distance from the 
Wildwood Street playfield. 


Recommendations for Action 


Recommended: THE ACQUISITION OF LAND ADJACENT TO THE 
WILDWOOD STREET PLAYGROUND FOR ENLARGEMENT 


A recommendation under the heading of “Major Streets” calls for a 
new diagonal street extending from Johnson Road, near Wildwood Street, 
northeasterly along the slope behind the playground to Cambridge Street 
near its intersection with Pond Street. It is here recommended that the 
present Wildwood Street playfield be extended northerly to the line of that 
new street, and extended easterly (along the level land behind the conserva- 
tories) to the line of a possible future street paralleling Cambridge Street, 
and about three hundred feet therefrom. The area recommended for ac- 
quisition contains approximately five acres, of which about three acres are 
potentially usable. The unusable acreage is along the edge of the slope, 
and will serve as a buffer strip between the playfield and the proposed 
new street. 

The playfield, as enlarged, will be of proper size and shape to ac- 
commodate either a second soft-ball diamond or one hard-ball diamond 
(not recommended). There Will also be ample space for an enlarged play 
area for young children and for a paved area to accommodate basketball 
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and other deck games. The playfield will be of sufficient size to serve ade- 
quately about one thousand dwellings. At least three hundred dwellings 
east of Cambridge Street will continue to rely on this field and it will pro- 
vide for about seven hundred of the ultimate dwellings west of Cambridge 
Street. 


Recommended: T'HE ACQUISITION OF A PLAYFIELD SITE AT THE 
NORTHEAST CORNER OF THE INTERSECTION OF RIDGE 
STREET AND JOHNSON ROAD 


The area recommended for acquisition is roughly rectangular in shape, 
extending from the intersection of Ridge Street and Johnson Road about 
eight hundred feet north along Ridge Street and about six hundred feet 
east along Johnson Road. It contains approximately nine and one-half 
acres, of which up to six acres have a moderate slope and are adaptable to 
playfield purposes. The remaining three and one-half acres include a small 
area of swamp, the embankment frontage on Johnson Road, and part of 
the hillside above the potential playfield. 

The primary function of this site would be to provide playfield facili- 
ties in the residential section north of High Street and west of a line mid- 
way between this site and the Wildwood Street playfield. Within this sec- 
tion there are expected to ultimately be about 750 dwellings, all of which 
would be less than three-quarters of a mile from the proposed site. As 
noted previously, the Wildwood Street playfield will serve 700 expected 
houses west of Cambridge Street. Thus, at least 1450 of the eventual 
1850 houses west of Cambridge Street will be accommodated by the two 
playfields together. The remaining 400 houses, all located within three- 
quarters of a mile of the proposed school site opposite Lockeland Road 
should be served by the playfield in that site, even though its principal 
function will be as a supplementary school facility. 

The site here recommended for acquisition is, as indicated above, pri- 
marily intended to be a playfield facility. However, the section of hillside 
included in the site would be available to the town as a location for the 
eventually needed second new elementary school unit. If this unit were 
constructed. here adjacent to the playfield rather than built as an addition 
to the single unit school opposite Lockeland Road, both of the buildings 
would have excellent centrality in their respective attendance districts. In 
lieu of this possibility, the hillside slope may advantageously be used for 
sliding, skiing, and other extensive recreation. 


Recommended: THE DEVELOPMENT OF A PLAYFIELD ON WATER 
DEPARTMENT LAND OFF POND STREET AT BRANT- 
WOOD ROAD 


This playfield will be adjacent to the proposed Brantwood Road- 
Sylvester Avenue street connection, recommended under “Major Streets.” 
Between this proposed street and Brantwood Road are at least four acres 
of relatively level land, and this is the area recommended for development. 
The field will lie between the new street and the residential section which 
it is designed to serve, hence, no major street crossings will be involved. 
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No acquisition of land is necessary to carry out this recommendation, 
as the property is all owned by the town; it will, however, be necessary to 
provide, by agreement or transfer, for the maintenance and operation of 
the field by the Park Department instead of the Water Department. 

The proposed playfield is primarily intended to serve the dwellings 
in the section around the cemetery and Winter Pond, which is now over 
three-quarters of a mile from any field. While the site is admittedly 
“off center” in this unserved area, a careful field check revealed no other 
location of adequate size. Moreover, all unserved dwellings will be within 
that distance of the proposed field (three-quarters of a mile). 

The development of this playfield serves another purpose, as well. 
For some years, the Planning Board’s capital budget has carried an item 
for improving the so-called Middlesex Street playground. The site of the 
latter is relatively inaccessible and is crossed by a trunk sewer with ele- 
vated manholes. It is considered that the recommended playfield on the 
Water Department land will provide in the same general neighborhood 
better facilities than are possible in the Middlesex site; consequently, 
further expenditures in the latter location need not be made. 


Other Proposals for the Future 

As noted earlier in this report, the 1924 master plan recommended the 
provision of play areas within a quarter of a mile of every dwelling. If 
the town decides to provide such play areas (after giving all sections ade- 
quate playfield service), then it will be necessary to acquire some additional 
parcels of land. 

Almost every playfield either does, or can, provide in one corner play 
area facilities for small children. However, in the residential sections 
more than a quarter of a mile from such fields, small lots of about ten 
thousand square feet in area will be needed. 


FIRE STATIONS 
Present Situation and Future Prospects 

Although special committees in Winchester have been recommending 
a second fire station in the western part of town since at least 1904, a 
single station still serves the entire community. One of the reasons con- 
sistently given for the construction of a second station was the frequent 
delays in alarm response caused by the railroad-grade crossing in the 
center. With the prospective elimination of this crossing, the need for 
another station can no longer be predicated on this formerly important 
factor. 

The question now facing the town is this: If a normal run from the 
central station is assured, is a second station still necessary to protect ex- 
isting and future homes and other buildings in the western part of town 
adequately? To answer this question, it is first necessary to consider these 
existing and prospective buildings in relation to their distance from the 
central station (modified by any unusually steep grades or other delaying’ 
factors) and, second, to consider the supplementary protection available 
through mutual aid arrangements with adjacent communities. 
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The standards of the National Board of Fire Underwriters call for 
an engine or hose company within one and one-half miles of all closely 
built residential sections. (While the term “closely built’?— used in con- 
tradistinction to “scattered” — is not defined, it may be interpreted as a 
spacing sufficiently close to permit the spread of fire from one house to 
another, if uncontrolled —a spacing typical of most built-up sections of 
Winchester, including areas west of Cambridge Street.) The built-up 
sections east of Cambridge Street are served by the central station in con- 
formity with this standard, as ninety-eight per cent of all dwellings so 
located are within one and one-half miles of that station. However, west 
of Cambridge Street there are now one hundred and ninety dwellings over 
one and one-half miles from the central station. Nearly two thousand 
dwellings are ultimately expected west of Cambridge Street, of which 
over thirteen hundred will be outside of the one and one-half mile distance. 

Mutual aid arrangements are in effect with adjacent communities, 
some of which call for first-alarm response by out-of-town apparatus to 
Winchester fires. One of the towns concerned has already indicated that 
its own increased growth may mean a termination of regular first-alarm 
response; in any case, even if such arrangements were continued perman- 
ently (for which there is no guarantee), over nine hundred and fifty of 
the ultimate dwellings in the area west of Cambridge Street are beyond 
one and one-half miles from any fire station. 

Protection standards also require that a fire company should be able 
to reach special hazards in a maximum of three minutes after receipt of 
an alarm. There are at least two major life hazards in the area west of 
Cambridge Street —the Parkhurst and Marycliff schools. The Parkhurst 
School is definitely beyond any three-minute run from the central station. 
While the Marycliff School is somewhat inside the one and one-half milt 
boundary from the central station (and therefore theoretically within a 
three-minute run, at thirty miles per hour), deductions must be made of 
about one-half minute for apparatus to get out of the station, and addi- 
tional time for the full stop frequently required at the traffic light on 
Cambridge Street and for reduced speed on the steep grade up High 
Street beyond the crossing. Furthermore, future plans if carried out will 
result in the existence of two other major life hazards in the area, both 
of which will be beyond any possible three-minute run from the central 
station. These, specifically, are the proposed new elementary school on 
Ridge Street and the proposed local shopping center on Lockeland Road. 


Recommendations for Action 


Recommended: THE ACQUISITION OF A FIRE STATION SITE BE- 
TWEEN HIGH STREET AND LOCKELAND ROAD AT 
THEIR INTERSECTION WITH RIDGE STREET 


This site, containing about eight-tenths of an acre, is triangular in 
shape, bounded by Lockeland Road, Ridge street, and a proposed diagonal 
street from Lockeland Road northwesterly to High Street, at its intersec- 
tion with Ridge Street. It is recommended that the site be acquired now 
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while still undeveloped, but that the construction of the building be de- 
ferred until existence of the new school, shopping center and additional 
homes in the vicinity make its need more pressing. The land within the 
site is below road level and will require some fill before final use; however, 
the construction of the proposed diagonal street will necessitate a cut, and 
the material removed therefrom may advantageously be used to grade the 
adjacent station site. 

With the completion of the proposed diagonal street and of the pro- 
posed Dunster Lane connection (described under “Major Streets’), the 
station site will be at the intersection of five roads radiating outward 
through the residential district to be served. Apparatus runs out of the 
new station, when built, will have favorable initial grades, especially runs 
to the east (the most frequent probable direction) which will utilize the 
down-grade of Lockeland Road. 

The proposed site has good centrality within the presently unserved 
residential district; of the thirteen hundred ultimate dwellings over one 
and one-half miles from the central station, ninety-nine per cent will be 
within one and one-half miles from the new station (and ninety-three per 
cent will be as close as one mile to the station). The site is also near the 
major life hazards of the district, being adjacent to the proposed local 
shopping center, one thousand feet from the proposed elementary school, 
four thousand feet from the Parkhurst School and forty-seven hundred 
feet from Marycliff Academy. 

A fire station on this site should produce the minimum possible effect 
on nearby residential property. Unlike other potential sites, this location 
will not be completely surrounded by houses, as it is bounded on all sides 
by major streets, across two of which will be located other non-residential 
uses. Moreover, it will occupy land not well suited to house lots because 
of its acute angular shape and complete visual exposure. 


MAJOR STREETS 
Present Situation 


The major streets of Winchester, with few exceptions, are well located 
and of proper width and alignment to accommodate present vehicular traf- 
fic. Moreover, the needs of future traffic have generally been anticipated, 
with advance provision being made for new streets through Board of Sur- 
vey layout, exterior line establishment, or actual right-of-way taking. 

The present adequacy of the street system is in no small measure due 
to the foresight and continuous planning of the municipal officials con- 
cerned. A valuable guide in this planning has been a master street plan, 
prepared in 1924 by the Planning Board in cooperation with other depart- 
ments. This plan was completely revised during the past year. 

Specifically, the location of each project shown on the 1924 street plan 
and not already accomplished or underway was carefully examined in the 
field. Where the original proposal seemed no longer feasible due to street 
or building changes in the vicinity, alternate proposals were considered. 
In a few instances, wholly new projects were developed. The relative 
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need for and priority of each project deemed feasible was evaluated in 
terms of present and estimated future traffic conditions, regional highway 
needs, the probable growth of the town, and the relationship with other 
proposed improvements. In at least five instances the final location recom- 
mended for a street improvement either altered the location of a proposed 
school site, playground, parking area or other facility, or had its own lo- 
cation altered by that of the facility. 


Future Prospects and Objectives 

The anticipated growth of Winchester from about 16,500 persons in 
1952 to 21,500 in 1972 should produce at least a proportional increase in 
the number of automobiles in town, and a corresponding increase in the 
total volume of local traffic. The effect of growth will, of course, be the 
greatest in the area west of Cambridge Street, where the doubling of 
population within twenty years will mean the transformation of most of 
the rural-type roads now serving the area into urban streets. Where proper 
rebuilding of the traveled ways will necessitate substantial changes in 
right-of-way lines, such realignments should be provided for in advance. 

Some entirely new major streets of the collector type (i.e., for collect- 
ing traffic from minor residential streets leading off them) will undoubt- 
edly be needed when the large open areas in the West Side are subdivided; 
however, it is considered that streets of this type should be laid out and 
constructed by the various developers, rather than by the town. Such pri- 
vate construction of residential streets, both major and minor, may be re- 
quired by the town if it reestablishes the Planning Board under the “im- 
proved planning law,” as is proposed. 

The 1924 plan was primarily concerned with streets for through 
traffic. It recommended a town-wide grid of north-south and east-west 
“thoroughfares,” spaced one-quarter to one-half mile apart. It is here 
considered, however, that the present objective of the town should rather 
be one of keeping the number of through traffic streets at a minimum, not 
only because of cost but because of the often detrimental effect of heavy 
traffic on residential neighborhoods. Moreover, the future of through 
traffic is largely dependent on still unclear plans for new regional high- 
ways by the State and M.D.C. Consequently, recommendations for through 
streets are limited to necessary improvements in through routes already 
established and for which there is reasonable certainty of continuing use. 


Recommendations for Action 


Recommended: THE LAYING OUT OF JOHNSON ROAD FROM 
RIDGE STREET TO THE LEXINGTON TOWN LINE IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH CURRENT PLANS 


The extension of Johnson Road from its present intersection with Ridge 
Street westerly (to an eventual junction with Maple Street in east Lexing- 
ton) will complete an inter-town route to which Winchester is already com- 
mitted. This proposal has been studied in detail by the town and county 
engineering departments, and layout plans have been prepared. The pro- 
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posal is here endorsed, as it is considered that the east-west route of which 
the extension is a part is of major importance, and that its use will be in- 
dependent of any foreseeable changes in regional highways. 

Particular attention was given in this study to the actual location of 
the proposed road, as three of the elementary school sites along Ridge 
Street lay within its mapped right of way. Therefore, any decision to 
recommend one of these sites would have necessitated an alteration in 
alignment of the road. The school site finally selected and recommended 
is located elsewhere, so that the original Johnson Road layout may now 
be followed. 


Recommended: THE EXTENSION OF HIGH STREET TO INTER- 
SECT JOHNSON ROAD NEAR THE LEXINGTON LINE 


High Street is now laid out as a public way for the entire distance 
from Ridge Street to the Lexington boundary, even though the traveled 
way is built for only part of this length. At a point about three hundred 
feet east of its boundary, the High Street layout comes within two hundred 
feet of the proposed extension of Johnson Road (and then makes an angu- 
lar turn westerly to parallel that Road). This proposal provides for a 
tangential extension of High Street, at the point of near-contact, across 
the intervening property to join with the Johnson Road layout. 

The 1924 master street plan showed, in addition to Johnson Road and 
its extension, a second east-west route across this part of town, running 
from Lockeland Road westerly to the Lexington line. It is here considered 
that if High Street is connected to Johnson Road, as proposed, and a diag- 
onal street is built between Lockeland and High Streets, as later recom- 
mended, the need for the 1924 proposal will be met. After such construc- 
tion, the section of Johnson Road between the town line and Maple Street 
in Lexington will be available for east-west use by vehicles traveling in 
Winchester along either Johnson or Lockeland Roads. 


Recommended: THE LAYING OUT OF A DIAGONAL STREET BE- 
TWEEN LOCKELAND ROAD AND RIDGE STREET AT ITS 
INTERSECTION WITH HIGH STREET 


This proposed street, about three hundred feet in length, will form at 
the intersection of Ridge and Lockeland Road a triangle, whose apex is 
that intersection and whose sides are Ridge Street, Lockeland Road and 
the proposed new street itself. It will provide a direct connection between 
Lockeland Road and the section of High Street west of Ridge Street for 
the use of east-west traffic, and a direct connection between Lockeland 
Road and the section of Ridge Street north of High Street for the use of 
northwest-southeast traffic. 

Although the need for this diagonal street is independent of the fire 
station site, which it borders, the street should considerably facilitate 
access from the station in apparatus runs to the north. 
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Recommended: THE LAYING OUT OF A NEW STREET FROM 
RIDGE STREET AT LOCKELAND ROAD TO DUNSTER 
LANE 


This proposed street, about thirteen hundred feet in length, would pro- 
vide a direct vehicular connection between the end of Dunster Lane and 
the end of Lockeland Road. As its suggested location coincides with the 
north boundary of the proposed elementary school site, it should Me laid 
out in conjunction with the establishment of that site. 

The need for the proposed street is, however, independent of the school 
location. About one hundred houses in the extreme southwest corner of 
town now have no access to the remainder of the community except by 
passing through part of Arlington. The present travel distance between 
the end of Lockeland Road and the end of Dunster Lane is about thirty- 
seven hundred feet, including a length of street which is extremely steep 
and narrow for use by school busses and fire engines; the travel distance 
between these same two points after the proposed street is constructed will 
be thirteen hundred feet, or about one-third of the present distance. 

The proposed street will at the same time serve as an access road to 
the new school building, taking the place of at least five hundred feet of 
driveway which would otherwise be necessary to make the school access- 
ible from Ridge Street. 


Recommended: THE ALTERATION OF RIDGE STREET ALIGN- 
MENT TO REDUCE THE CURVE AT THE TOP OF THE 
HILL NORTH OF JOHNSON ROAD 


This proposal calls for a change in right of way in order to straighten 
the extremely sharp and blind curve in the location described. While there 
are other sections of Ridge Street where the traveled way also needs some 
realignment, this is considered to be the only location where such realign- 
ment cannot be done within the existing fifty-foot layout. 


Recommended: THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN ENTRANCE OFF 
JOHNSON ROAD OF A FUTURE STREET EXTENDING 
ACROSS THE WOBURN LINE TO ROUTE 38 


Both the 1924 master street plan and the present revised plan call for 
an eventual through street from Johnson Road (about midway between 
Ridge Street and Westland Avenue) northerly to Route 3 in Woburn 
(near the gravel pits one-quarter mile north of the town boundary). This 
proposal provides for protecting the entrance to this street against the 
possible construction of dwellings by voting to establish the exterior lines 
of the way for a distance of about two hundred feet back from Johnson 
Road. (The possibility of protecting the Woburn end of the street might 
well be discussed with the appropriate officials in that city.) If the town 
also votes to establish the Planning Board under the “improved planning 
law,” it is quite possible that the remainder of this proposed street within 
Winchester may eventually be built by subdividers rather than the town. 
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In any case, the proposed street should better accommodate north- 
south traffic in this general area than Ridge Street north of Johnson Road. 
The grades of the latter are excessive, particularly within Woburn, and it 
does not provide as direct a connection with Route 3 as would the proposal. 


Recommended: THE LAYING OUT OF A NEW STREET BETWEEN 
JOHNSON ROAD AND POND STREET 


This proposed street begins at Johnson Road four hundred and fifty 
feet north of its intersection with Westland Avenue and after making 4 
sweeping curve to the east, extends in a nearly straight line northeasterly 
along the ridge behind the Wildwood Street playground, crosses Cambridge 
Street at an angle five hundred feet south of the Pond Street intersection, 
passes behind the filling station at the corner, and joins Pond Street six 
hundred feet east of Cambridge Street. It is here recommended that the 
right of way of the proposed street be laid out now to protect its route 
against being blocked by building development. Actual construction of the 
street, which is about twenty-six hundred feet in length, will not be needed 
until Johnson Road is built as far as Ridge Street, and possibly completed 
into Lexington. 

As already noted, Johnson Road and its extension are part of an im- 
portant east-west route across the town. Pond Street is another link in 
this route. It already carries a considerable volume of through traffic, 
and recommendations made later in this report would increase its im- 
portance. Specifically, a proposed connection between Pond Street and the 
planned Horn Pond Brook Road will make the former part of a route from 
the west and northwest to the center, and a proposed connection between 
Lake Street (in Woburn) and Cross Street will make it a more direct route 
for east-west traffic. The recommended new street under discussion will 
provide direct connection between the two major elements in these routes: 
Johnson Road and Pond Street. 

The new street will serve as a “cut-off” for the present devious con- 
nection between Johnson Road and Pond Street which utilizes part of 
Wildwood and Cambridge Streets, and involves an excessive grade (on 
Wildwood Street) and a dangerous intersection (at Wildwood and Cam- 
bridge Streets). The proposed “cut-off” Will have a maximum grade of 
ebout five per cent, will make a direct and controllable crossing of Cam- 
bridge Street, and will shorten the present distance between its two ex- 
tremeties by over one-quarter of a mile. 


Other Proposals for the Future 


The 1924 master street plan recommended, as part of the Johnson Road- 
Pond Street east-west route, the construction wholly within the city of 
Woburn of a diagonal street connecting Lake Street (a continuation of 
Winchester’s Pond Street) with Border Road (and thence to Cross Street). 
The area through which this street would have pessed is now occupied by 
a large and deep excavation, so that its construction is no longer feasible. 
It is here considered that an equally satisfactory improvement of the east- 
west route may be accomplished through the construction of a diagonal 
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street a block further to the east between Lake Street and Main Street 
opposite Cross Street. This diagonal street would necessitate the con- 
demnation of at least two dwellings, but it is considered a sufficiently im- 
portant link in the overall east-west route to justify such taking. It is 
therefore recommended that the Selectmen contact the appropriate Woburn 
and county officials in order to initiate action. 

Another improvement recommended for future action is a new street 
across the Water Department land off Pond Street, from Brantwood Road 
to the proposed Horn Pond Brook Road, near Porter Street. This street, 
together with the southern section of the Horn Pond Brook Road, will pro- 
vide direct access to the center of town for traffic coming east on Pond 
Street. At the same time it will provide a cross connection for local traffic 
between the residential sections in the vicinity of Winter Pond and the 
residential sections northeast of the center. 

Most important perhaps of the projects recommended for the future 
is the laying out and construction of a road from Washington Street near 
the Town Hall to Main Street north of the Square, by-passing the central 
business district. The route recommended, and shown on the master plan, 
is generally as follows: It would begin at a new traffic circle at the inter- 
section of Washington and Mount Vernon Streets, extend northwesterly 
through the Skillings property, cross the river about five hundred feet 
north of Mount Vernon Street, pass just north of the proposed extension 
of Winchester Place, go under the railroad tracks and intersect Main 
Street between the bridge and the filling station just north of the theater. 

The provision of this by-pass seems justified on at least three distinct 
grounds. First, it will facilitate the movement of through traffic on Route 
38, as evidenced by a recent traffic analysis by the State Department of 
Public Works. While such a benefit may be of no direct interest to the 
town in itself, it should make State assistance in constructing the road 
considerably more likely. Secondly, the by-pass will reduce the number of 
vehicles using the streets in the business district, thus speeding up the flow 
of necessary traffic, making it easier to enter and leave curb parking spaces, 
and generally increasing the desirability of the center as a place to shop. 
Thirdly, the by-pass will make possible the closing of Main Street between 
the Junior and Senior High Schools, thus removing a line of major hazard 
from the school area and producing a single, undivided school campus. 


ZONING AND LAND USE 

Present Situation 

About ninety-two per cent of the land in Winchester is zoned for resi- 
dential purposes only, the remaining eight per cent being zoned for either 
business or industry. The central business district of the town is, of course, 
zoned for business; the other non-residential zones lie almost wholly within 
a triangular shaped section whose apex is the central business district and 
whose sides are Main Street, the Woburn boundary, and Washington 
Street. There is no business zone west of the Church Street section of the 
central business district, the few roadside establishments along Cambridge 
Street existing as non-conforming uses in a residence zone. 
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The regulations contained in the zoning by-law which apply to each 
of the various types of zones in the town, were completely revised in March 
1952 as part of the master plan study. The revision, adopted by vote of 
town meeting at that time, has recently been approved by the Attorney 
General and posted by the Town Clerk, so that the new regulations are 
actually in effect. 

The map, which indicates the location of the various zones, has not 
been comprehensively revised since its original adoption, although it has 
been changed in particular sections by occasional amendments. During this 
past year, studies were made of present and future land use needs of the 
town, which, when compared with the existing zoning map, indicated the 
need for a number of changes in zone boundaries. 

First of all, a present land use map was made in the section of town 
bounded by Main Street, Washington Street, and the Woburn line. Within 
this section every property was visited in the field and its use classified on 
a map in one or more broad categories: industry, retail business, automo- 
tive or other heavy commercial use, public or semi-public use, single-family 
dwelling, two-family dwelling, and multiple-family dwelling. Vacant lots 
and undeveloped tracts were indicated as well. 

A special study was also made in the area west of Cambridge Street 
because of the rapid residential growth of this section — a growth expected 
to continue for many years. This study is described in detail in a separate 
report submitted to the Planning Board, entitled “Report on Residential 
Growth in the Area West of Cambridge Street.” As part of this study maps 
were prepared indicating: present buildings and structures, property lines, 
topography (with ten-foot contours), and slope in percentage categories. 

As the area west of Cambridge Street is now zoned for residential pur- 
poses, and as this use seems to be the most appropriate one for the section, 
it was assumed that the remaining vacant areas will eventually be occupied 
by dwellings. An estimate was therefore made both statistically and graph- 
ically as to the number and location of future dwellings on all vacant tracts 
and lots. Consideration was given to the location of property lines, the slope 
of the land, the space occupied by future streets, and the minimum lot size 
required by zoning. It was predicted that there will ultimately be a total of 
1,845 dwellings west of Cambridge Street with 1,077 of this number by the 
year 1972. This should mean an ultimate population west of Cambridge 
Street of about 6,100 persons, and a 1972 population of about 3,554. By 1972, 
the population of the town as a whole, including this section, is expected to 
reach 21,500. 

Consistent with the assumption that the area west of Cambridge Street 
will remain residential in character, the only non-residential uses which need 
to be provided for are those required to serve the residential population. 
These include public uses such as schools, playfields and the like, and facili- 
ties for convenience shopping. The need for the latter, i.e., for a local shop- 
ping center, was made the subject of further investigation. 

As town boundaries do not serve as barriers to shopping travel, an 
examination was made of present and possible future shopping centers in 
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the entire region surrounding the area west of Cambridge Street. (This 
included parts of Woburn, Lexington, and Arlington as well as Winchester.) 
All existing stores and other business establishements were designated on a 
map, and the number and type of enterprises in each location listed. A 
great deal of this information was available from a Boston Globe survey of 
several years ago, and this was supplemented by a field survey of the entire 
region. 

There are many sets of “standards” pertaining to shopping centers and 
their distribution. The maximum recommended travel distance between a 
dwelling and the nearest local center ranges from a quarter of a mile to one 
mile. Applying the higher and more conservative figure, it was found that 
there is a large “dumb-bell” shaped section, including the area west of Cam- 
bridge Street and an area of equivalent size in the eastern part of Lexington, 
which is inadequately served for convenience shopping. (This unserved area 
also includes a small section of Arlington, south of Hutchinson Road.) 


Future Prospects 


In the central business district of the town, the expected growth in 
population of the tributary trading area should produce some demand for 
more stores of the “downtown” type as differentiated from the “local” type 
of store for convenience shopping. It is considered, however, that within 
the sections now zoned for business purposes in the center, there is ample 
space for the erection of the needed structures. This is discussed in further 
detail under the section “Automobile Parking.” 

In and near the area covered by the land use survey, (north of the 
business district), it is considered that there is an overzoning for business 
rather than any deficiency. Detailed recommendations submitted to the 
Planning Board for study provide for reducing some of the “shoe-string”’ 
business zones in this section. In the area generally south of the central 
business district, there is no local shopping center presently provided. How- 
ever, this section is so compactly developed that there are no suitable sites 
available. 

An increased demand for industrial sites within the town is expected, 
especially in view of the general trend throughout the metropolitan district 
toward industrial decentralization. There is presently some room for in- 
dustrial expansion in areas already zoned for such purposes, and recom- 
mendations for minor zone boundary changes have been made to the Board. 
Admittedly, the whole problem of industrial zoning raises a conflict, as on 
one hand a new industry may provide additional sources of employment 
and tax revenue (without increasing the school burden), but on the other 
hand it does not always make a desirable neighbor. 

In the area west of Cambridge Street, which is now largely over one 
mile from the nearest shopping center, the ultimate construction of about 
two thousand dwellings will clearly justify the establishment of a local 
business center. The location of this center should be designated now while 
the area is relatively open, thus combining the advantage of being able to 
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select the best site, with the advantage of giving citizens notice as to its 
location before dwellings are constructed. 


Recommendations for Action 


Recommended: THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A LIMITED BUSINESS 
ZONE AT THE INTERSECTION OF RIDGE STREET AND 
LOCKELAND ROAD 


This recommendation involves two separate actions in connection with 
the present zoning by-law. The first is to amend the text of the by-law to 
provide for a limited type of district and regulate its use, and the second 
is to amend the zoning map to place the site in question in such a district. 

The site recommended for re-zoning is located at the southeast corner 
of the Ridge Street-Lockeland Road intersection. It is bounded on the 
north by Lockeland Road, on the east by a line from Lockeland Road 
southerly (more or less parallel to Ridge Street and about four hundred 
feet in length), on the south by a line extending from Ridge Street easterly 
about six hundred feet (at a right angle to the above line), and on the west 
by Ridge Street. It contains about three and one-half acres. 

The potential trading area of stores and other business establishments 
on this site, if limited to one mile in radius, will not encompass all of the 
section of Winchester, Lexington, and Arlington now not adequately served. 
However, the service area of this site lies wholly within the presently un- 
served section, so there is no overlapping. The dwellings in the vicinity of 
Westland Avenue and between there and Cambridge Street would be more 
than one mile from this site; however, because of the slope toward Cam- 
bridge Street and the relatively stronger drawing power of the larger 
central business district, it is considered that they will continue to be served 
by the latter area. The unserved section of Lexington already contains, at 
the intersection of Lowell and Maple Streets, the nucleus of a local shopping 
center which if expanded should serve future dwellings in the western half 
of the presently unserved section. 

Within one mile of the proposed Winchester site, there now reside about 
one thousand persons. This number should increase to about twenty-five 
hundred by 1972 and to an ultimate forty-nine hundred persons. That this 
tributary population justifies a local center is seen by comparing it with 
the various standard minimums, which range from seventeen hundred to 
thirty-three hundred persons. 

Based on a careful analysis of the types of stores already available in 
the surrounding sections and the probable shopping habits of the future 
residents of the area to be served, (and relying on similar studies recently 
made in Bedford and Westwood), a tentative list was prepared of the 
probable type and size of stores which might be expected in this center. The 
total size, expressed in terms of floor area, was then expanded into total 
land area by adding an equal area for service driveways, landscaping, and 
building set back and adding twice the floor area for off-street automobile 
parking. This resulted in an estimated total land area needed of two and

eight-tenths acres, which can easily be accommodated within the three and 
one-half acre area recommended for rezoning. 

The location of the proposed site also meets other desirable criteria: 
it is relatively level, it is at the intersection of major streets, it is all on 
one side of the street (to eliminate the necessity of pedestrian crossings), 
and it is adjacent to a proposed fire station and school site, so that it would 
have a minimum of effect on residential development. 

The recommended changes in the text of the zoning by-law, to ac- 
company the map change, provide for the establishment of a limited busi- 
ness district, enumerate the uses to be permitted (stores and other con- 
venience establishments), regulate the size and number of signs, and limit 
the frequency of driveway openings on the street (to minimize any traffic 
hazards). The proposed regulations also require the provision, by the de- 
veloper, of off-street parking spaces on the premises having an area equal 
to twice the ground floor area of the buildings. Lastly, the proposed regula- 
tions provide for the approval of the entire layout by the Planning Board 
before any business structures can be erected. 


Recommended: THE AMENDMENT OF THE ZONING BY-LAW TO 
PROVIDE FOR INCREASED CONTROL OVER EARTH RE- 
MOVAL 


Several instances of soil stripping from residential lots and of gravel 
pit enlargement in commercial districts indicate the need for further re- 
visions in the zoning by-law beyond the comprehensive revisions adopted a 
year ago. Two particular changes are proposed. 

The first amendment recommended would give the Board of Appeals 
jurisdiction over earth removal operations in business and industrial dis- 
tricts. Under both the former and the revised by-laws such operations were 
considered business uses and did not need a Board of Appeals’ permit. 
However, the requirement for such authorization is permissable under the 
statute, and it is now believed that such a provision will give the town ad- 
ditional protection. 

The second proposed amendment would make present regulations re- 
garding earth removal in residence districts more specific. In both the 
former and the new by-law earth removal is permitted, without special 
authorization, if done “in connection with the construction of a building 
for which a permit has been issued;” apparently, this language may be 
construed as allowing the removal of most of the top soil from a lot as 
long as a house is being erected. Under the amendment, only the volume 
of material excavated from the cellar hole may be taken from the premises 
without approval of the Board of Appeals. 


Other Proposals for the Future 


The re-adjustment of the boundaries of business and industrial zones 
throughout the town has already been referred to. Recommendations made 
to the Board are being studied, and at a later date it is expected that a 
number of these will be submitted to the town for its consideration. 
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AUTOMOBILE PARKING IN WINCHESTER CENTER 


Present Situation 


Field surveys on the use of automobile parking spaces, both curb and 
off-street, in the vicinity of the central business district were made during 
three different weeks in the months of October and December 1952. A 
total of 1203 spaces within a 1000-foot radius of Winchester Square were 
inventoried as to location and capacity, classified as to type, and spot 
checked as to the number of vacancies available during all daytime hours 
and days of the week. A series of vertical and oblique aerial photographs 
showing parking areas were also taken during a period of peak use. 

Of the 12038 total spaces serving the business district, 539 are curb 
spaces and 664 are off-street spaces.. Of the off-street spaces, 329 are open 
to general public use, while the remaining 335 are restricted to patrons or 
employees of adjacent buildings. Thus, a total of 868 spaces (curb and off- 
street together) are available for use by the public. 

As might be expected, the number of vacant spaces available at any 
given time in a particular curb or off-street parking area varies considerably 
with the location of the area. Areas in which no vacancies were found on 
twenty per cent of the observations (5 out of 80) were: the post-office side 
of Waterfield Road, both sides of Thompson Street, and the west side of the 
Parkway between Waterfield Road and Main Street. In addition, no 
vacancies were found on at least one observation (1 out of 30) on: Converse 
Place, the railroad side of Common Street, the common side of Common 
Street south of Church Street, the south side of Waterfield Road, the Park- 
way beside the Mill Pond, the south side of Mount Vernon Street, the rail- 
road side of Shore Road, the north side of Church Street between Elmwood 
and Main streets, the west side of Washington Street between Mount 
Vernon Street and the Mystic Valley Parkway, and both sides of Main 
Street between the Square and Washington Street. All other areas open 
to the public were found to have at least one vacancy on every occasion. 

An analysis of the location, number, and frequency of parking vacancies 
in relation to the location of the buildings which generate the parking de- 
mand was also made. This analysis indicated that during times of peak 
use there are from 700 to 750 feet of walking distance between some busi- 
ness buildings and the nearest vacant parking space. While this is not an 
unreasonable distance for long-term parking (over two hours duration), 
it is clearly excessive for short-term parking, which is the major type in the 
district. 

In Winchester center, buildings over 300 feet from the nearest parking 
vacancy at any given time may be said to have a “parking problem,” whose 
seriousness increases in proportion to any increase in the distance above 300 
feet and in proportion to the frequency with which no vacancies occur. 

Recent studies of parking habits in other communities indicate that 
the maximum walking distance acceptable to the average short-term parker 
(under two hours) is roughly one-half of the distance acceptable to the 
average long-term parker (over two hours). As the long-term parker in 
Winchester can find a vacancy within 700 to 750 feet of his destination, by 
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the comparable standard the one or two-hour parker should be able to find 
a space within 300 feet. The occasional double parking and frequent “cruis- 
ing” in search of a space in front of those buildings not having vacancies 
within 300 feet is evidence that this is the distance beyond which the parker’s 
resistance increases substantially. In the numerous municipal zoning by- 
laws which require off-street parking, 300 feet is the most popular maximum 
distance specified, further evidence of the validity of the 300-foot limit. 

The Winchester analysis showed that the buildings on both sides of 
Thompson Street and the buildings in the block bounded by Converse Place, 
Mount Vernon, and Main Streets are the “critical” buildings, all being over 
300 feet walking distance from a parking area always having a vacancy. 
Of these, the most critical buildings are those adjacent to the central section 
of Thompson Street (midway between Main Street and Waterfield Road), 
which are over 700 feet in distance from parking areas where a patron can 
be sure of finding a space. All other business, public and semi-public build- 
ings in the center were found to have parking vacancies within 300 feet on 
every observation. 


Future Prospects 

All factors point to a worsening of the parking situation in the center 
of town, unless action is taken at once to provide additional spaces in the 
proper locations. 

First of all, a further increase in the number of automobiles coming to 
the business district for short-term parking is expected. The town of Win- 
chester, with a population of about 16,500 in 1952 is expected to reach a 
population of at least 21,500 by 1972, and the number of automobiles in the 
town should increase in at least direct proportion to this population. 
Furthermore, the Winchester business district serves not only the towns- 
people, but numerous persons from adjacent communities, most of which 
are also increasing in population. While it may be argued that any increase 
in population (and therefore in automobiles) will be offset by the diversion 
of trade to outlying shopping centers, it is not considered that this trend is 
inevitable if the central area is made increasingly efficient, in part through 
better parking and traffic facilities. 

The increase in traffic on Common Street and Waterfield Road, result- 
ing from the proposed connection of the two streets under the new railroad 
embankment, will necessitate the elimination of about 85 parking spaces on 
these streets. These are all spaces with no vacancy at least some of the 
time, and together constitute about fourteen per cent of the total number 
of spaces in the most critical area of the business district. Furthermore, 
during construction of the proposed railroad grade separation there will be 
a temporary loss of between 50 and 60 spaces now used for long-term park- 
ing on the railroad side of Common Street and in the railroad station lot. 


Objectives of a Parking Program 

There are at least three objectives of a constructive parking program 
in Winchester center. Most important, the number of available parking 
spaces within 300 feet of the business buildings not always served by a 
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vacancy in that distance should be increased. This may be done either by 
providing one or more new off-street parking lots in the critical locations 
(where; unfortunately, there is little or no suitable land available) or by 
making some of the present spaces in such locations, now occupied by all- 
day parkers, available for customer use. The latter result may be ac- 
complished by restricting such spaces to one or two-hour occupancy. This 
in turn will necessitate the provision of additional spaces elsewhere to ac- 
commodate the displaced long-term parkers, but such spaces can be satis- 
factorily provided at a greater distance from the business buildings (up to 
700 feet), where more vacant land is available. 

Secondly, in those locations where no critical parking problem now 
exists, due to a sufficiency of privately owned off-street spaces open to the 
public, the permanent availability of such spaces should be insured through 
public acquisition of lots in or near such sites. And, thirdly, where existing 
municipal lots are not fully utilized because of difficult ingress or egress, 
(whether vehicular or pedestrian), such access should be improved where 
possible within limits of reasonable expenditure. 


Recommendations for Action 


Recommended: ACQUISITION AND DEVELOPMENT OF A MUNI- 
CIPAL PARKING LOT ADJACENT TO THE PRESENT RAIL- 
ROAD STATION LOT 


The land recommended for acquisition is “L”’ shaped in area, adjoining 
the present station lot on the south (beyond the signal tower) and on the 
‘west (toward the rear of the buildings fronting on Church Street). It con- 
tains about one acre, including a forty-foot access strip to Church Street 
near its intersection with Rangley Road. The lot can be developed for 
parking either independently of or in conjunction with the station lot, al- 
though joint development is recommended. The latter would be mutually 
advantageous to both the town and the railroad as it would allow a better 
arrangement of access lanes, parking spaces, and maneuvering areas. If a 
satisfactory joint arrangement cannot be worked out, it is suggested that 
a forty-foot access strip be acquired between the proposed public lot and 
Common Street in the general location of the entrance drive to the present 
station lot. The proposed municipal lot and the station lot, together, should 
provide spaces for about 185 cars, which is an increase of 110 over the 
number of cars that can now be accommodated in this location. Physical 
improvement as well as acquisition of the facility is recommended for 1953 
in order that the extra spaces will be available to compensate for the spaces 
to be withdrawn during construction of the grade crossing elimination. 

With the raising of the railroad tracks and the provision of an under- 
pass between Common Street and Waterfield Road, the Common Street 
end of this lot will be within 300 feet walking distance of the nearest busi- 
ness buildings on Thompson Street. Thus, even though the lot is primarily 
intended as a long-term parking area, it will be of direct use to the short- 
term parker whose destination is on the other side of the tracks (in the 
sections now having few, if any, vacant spaces). Furthermore, this lot 
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should facilitate the restriction of unlimited spaces elsewhere to short-term 
use, as it will provide additional spaces for the displaced long-term parkers, 
thus making such restriction acceptable. 

Also, the recommended lot will be within 300 feet of the business estab- 
lishments on Church Street. Therefore, if curb parking on one side of this 
street were to be eliminated, readily accessible spaces would be available for 
the displaced vehicles. Parking on one side of Church Street, instead of 
both sides as at present, would result in a wider traveled way without the 
necessity of any public taking of valuable frontage. 


Recommended: THE ENLARGEMENT OF THE PRESENT MUNI- 
CIPAL PARKING LOT BEHIND THE POLICE AND FIRE 
STATIONS 


The land recommended for initial acquisition is a rectangular parcel of 
about one-sixth acre, lying between the northern boundary of the present 
parking lot and the nearest dwelling to the north, and extending in width 
from Winchester Place to the park property along the river. If this parcel 
is developed as a parking area and the present paved area on the town lot 
is enlarged (by extending it toward the river on town land) a total of at 
least 25 additional automobiles can be accommodated. 

A separate small strip of land lying between the fire station and the 
building to the east might also be acquired. This strip of land is in the 
general location of a proposed future street whose exterior lines were estab- 
lished by the town several years ago. Pending the construction of that 
street (which would require the removal of the business building), the 
parcel suggested for acquisition could be used as a drive for one-way traffic 
entering the parking lot from Mount Vernon Street. 

While the present municipal lot was found to have at least one vacancy 
on all of the thirty spot checks, it, nevertheless, had a high degree of use. 
As in the case of the proposed new lot near the railroad station, the increase 
in the size of this lot would facilitate the restriction of what are presently 
long-term spaces in the more critical sections. 

The lot on the opposite side of Winchester Place, now leased by the 
town and restricted to two-hour parking, may at any time be withdrawn 
from parking use. Acquisition of this area as a public lot is not recom- 
mended, as the location is considered to be a more desirable one, from the 
town’s point of view, for new commercial buildings (discussed in more detail 
later). The recommended enlargement of the town lot, across Winchester 
Place, would, however, fit into the long-range plan and at the same time 
serve as insurance against a withdrawal of the leased area. 


Recommended: THE CONSTRUCTION OF A FOOT-BRIDGE ACROSS 
THE MILL POND BETWEEN THE TOWN HALL PARKING 
LOT AND THE CONVERSE PLACE FOOTPATH 


This recommendation requires no land acquisition. The proposed bridge 
will provide direct pedestrian access between the parking lot behind the 
town hall and the buildings in the vicinity of Converse Place, which now 
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have a critical parking problem. The present foot-bridge from the town 
hall lot north to the island would probably be replaced by an entirely new 
structure extending completely across the river, and using the island for 
mid-support. 

The town hall lot now holds 36 cars in its non-restricted spaces (18 
spaces are limited to use by Town officials). The entire lot is over 700 feet 
walking distance from the nearest business building having a critical 
parking problem. After provision of the new bridge, at least 22 of the 
spaces in the lot would be within that distance of such buildings, and thus 
reasonably accessible for their employees and long-term patrons. While the 
lot as a whole was found to have an average vacancy of fifty per cent and 
never less than 5 open spaces during the 30 spot checks, the provision of the 
bridge should make a substantial increase in its usability. 


Recommended: THE RESTRICTION TO ONE- AND TWO-HOUR PARK- 
ING OF THE PRESENT PARKING SPACES ON COMMON 
STREET ADJACENT TO THE RAILROAD TRACKS, ON THE 
POST-OFFICE END OF THE PARKING LOT’ BETWEEN THE 
TRACKS AND THE RIVER (WHERE ELEVEN SPACES ARE 
ALREADY SO LIMITED), AND ON THE WEST SIDE OF THE 
PARKWAY BETWEEN WATERFIELD ROAD AND MAIN 
STREET (NOW UNDER M.D.C. JURISDICTION) 


These spaces presently used by long-term parkers are all within 300 
feet walking distance (or will be after the railroad construction is com- 
pleted) of the “critical” buildings. If parkers of more than two-hour dura- 
tion are forced by restriction to utilize areas further away, many of these 
spaces will become available for customer parking. Field surveys indicated 
that in the 39 unlimited spaces on Common Street along the tracks, from 
20 to 30 are regularly occupied by all-day parkers; that in the 11 spaces 
along the Parkway between Waterfield and Main Streets, from 4 to 7 are 
occupied by all-day parkers; and that of the 39 unlimited spaces beside and 
opposite the present restricted spaces on the post-office end of the railroad 
lot, 21 to 24 are occupied by all-day parkers. The restricting of these spaces 
might, therefore, be expected to result in a net total increase of from 45 to 
61 spaces available for customer use. 

Admittedly, the restriction of parking in these spaces will require co- 
operation between the town and the railroad, and the town and the M.D.C. 
In the case of the railroad, the recommended provision by the town of ad- 
ditional spaces for all-day parkers should facilitate such cooperation. It is 
considered that the only alternative to such restriction, from the town’s point 
of view, is the physical construction of more spaces in the critical sections 
(where such construction would be more difficult and expensive than the 
recommended long-term lots further away). 


Other Proposals for the Future 


In addition to the projects recommended for action now, there are 
several proposals which are suggested for inclusion in the long-range master 
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plan of the center (or which are considered as probably necessary if certain 
of the recommended projects do not materialize). 

The eventual extension of the public parking lot behind the fire and 
police stations is recommended to include all of the area bounded on the 
south by that building, on the west by Winchester Place and its proposed 
extension, on the east by the proposed street along the river (whose exterior 
lines are already established), and on the north by the necessary cross-con- 
nection of that street to Winchester Place (on what is now park property). 
If new business buildings constructed in the vicinity are confined to the area 
between Winchester Place and Shore Road (rather than in the section 
described above), they will form with existing business buildings a compact 
commercial district which Will be served on the east by a continuous belt of 
parking spaces between the district and the new peripheral street, an ideal 
arrangement. 

The development of a small public parking lot on the Skillings property 
across from the town hall is also recommended as part of the long-range 
plan. It is considered that this proposed lot would be used principally for 
accommodating the cars of occupants and visitors to the town hall, leaving 
the present lot behind the hall for the long-term parking generated by the 
business district. It would also serve the churches in the area. The expected 
increase in use of the town hall lot (resulting from the proposed foot-bridge 
across the Mill Pond) may necessitate the construction of the recommended 
lot on the Skillings property in the relatively near future. Otherwise, it is 
considered that its provision can be deferred until the lot can be graded and 
built in conjunction with the construction of the adjacent by-pass road rec- 
ommended under “‘Major Streets.” 

The provision of additional short-term parking spaces in the vicinity of 
Waterfield Road is considered to be an absolute necessity if the recommended 
conversion of long-term spaces into short-term spaces along Common Street 
and elsewhere in the vicinity cannot be accomplished. Furthermore, such 
provision may be necessary, in any case, with the expected increase in the 
number of cars using the business district. Studies were made of a number 
of possible methods of providing more spaces near Waterfield Road, and two 
are suggested for future action. 

An off-street parking lot accommodating about 35 cars could be con- 
structed on the east bank of the river between Waterfield Road and Main 
Street (along the Mystic Valley Parkway). This would require cooperation 
with the M.D.C., so that the area now used for angle-parking within the 
M.D.C. right of way may be included in the proposed lot. 

Also, a vehicular bridge could be built across the river parallel to and 
slightly south of the present Waterfield Road bridge. Waterfield Road 
would then be a divided two-way street of sufficient width to permit angle- 
parking on one side and parallel parking on the other side of each of its two 
traveled ways, for most of its length. This would mean an increase of about 
25 parking spaces over the present number on Waterfield Road, and an even 
greater increase over the number that can remain on the road after it is 
connected with Common Street, if the single bridge is required to carry the 
heavier two-way traffic. 
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Special Report of Selectmen on 
Grade Crossing Project 
in Connection with 


April, 1952 Referendum 


At the session of the Town Meeting on Thursday evening, March 20, 
1952, Winchester’s town meeting members voted 151 to 1 to approve the 
present plan of eliminating the grade crossing in the Center by raising the 
railroad tracks and directed the Board of Selectmen to continue its nego- 
tiations in this matter with the Department of Public Works. 

A petition for the submission of this question to a referendum vote of 
all the citizens has been filed and the Selectmen have set Tuesday, April 22, 
as the date of this referendum. 

The Selectmen now issue this report so that the same information 
which was brought out at Town Meeting may be made available to all 
citizens before they are asked to vote on April 22nd. 


HISTORY OF GRADE CROSSING DEVELOPMENT 


Efforts to abolish the Winchester grade crossing have occupied the 
citizens of this town with varying degrees of urgency for over 117 years. 
According to the late Patrick H. Craughwell, the first meeting of those 
interested in doing away with the Winchester grade crossing occurred at 
County Commissioner Abel Richardson’s house November 21, 1834. A 
great many different plans have been presented over the years with the 
principal ones being as follows: 


1. Vinal Plan 
This plan, first proposed in 1906, called for fencing off the 
tracks at the Center and constructing a southwest crossover in the 
form of an elevated highway leading from Church Street across the 
tracks and over a portion of Manchester Field to join the Mystic Val- 
ley Parkway at a point near the Unitarian Church. 


2. Stone Arch Bridge Plan 


This plan, also advanced near the turn of the century, called 
for a combination solution of elevating the tracks and depressing the 
roadways through the Center. 


8. Town Plan 


This plan, discarded because of commercial development in 
the Square, called for elevating all road surfaces near the Center so 
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that the whole Square would be built up to a level over the tracks. 
The increase in street grades would have had to begin on Mt. Vernon 
Street, for example, at a point near the Town Hall. 


4, Kellaway Plan 


One of the principal alternatives which has been suggested 
over the years to a solution which would either elevate or depress the 
railroad right of way is the Kellaway Plan, first presented in February, 
1929. Under this plan, as under the Vinal Plan, the railroad would 
be blocked off by fences as it passes through the Center. There would 
be subways for pedestrian passage in the Center and at Common 
Street and Waterfield Road. Church Street would be extended north, 
passing through the block of buildings between the Cooperative and 
National banks and leading to a junction with Main Street north of 
the Center. Under the Kellaway Plan there would also be constructed 
a new highway leading from the intersection of Mt. Vernon and 
Washington Streets up over the Skillings’ property bridging the 
water and the railroad tracks and joining the newly extended Church 
Street with a delta or traffic circle on north Main Street. 


Many variations of these plans have been proposed, but, in addition 
to the possibilities of raising or depressing the tracks, the foregoing con- 
stitute the principal solutions which have been put forward, discussed and 
then discarded for engineering reasons or for lack of unified support. 
Jerome Bailey Foster, the Winchester architect, has suggested the addition 
of Kellaway’s north-south diversionary highway (across the Skillings’ 
estate) in the Present State Plan, with a vehicular underpass through the 
proposed railroad enbankment. Provision for such a future underpass 
has been made in the engineering of the current project. 


POST-WAR DEVELOPMENTS 


At the annual town meeting held in March, 1944, the following votes 
were unanimously passed: 


“VOTED, That it is the sense of this town meeting that the public 
security and convenience require the abolition of the grade crossing 
at the center; and the Selectmen are requestd to take such steps as in 
their judgment will promote the speedy adoption of a suitable plan of 
abolition, cooperating as fully as may be with the State Department 
of Public Works and the Boston and Maine Railroad, in order that 
such plan may be ready and may be carried out as soon as practicable 
after the war; it being understood that the apportionment among the 
interested parties of so much of the cost of said abolition as exceeds 
any allotment of federal funds for the project will be duly determined 
at a later date. 


“VOTED, That the Selectmen be and they hereby are authorized to 
obtain technical services and to procure plans and estimates for their 
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assistance in taking action to promote the abolition of the grade 
crossing at the Centre and that the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars 
($2,500) be and hereby is vassal ieee to be Pence by them for 
said purposes incidental thereto.” 


Subsequent to the 1944 Town Meeting, and pursuant to its votes, the 
Selectmen retained a prominent consulting engineer, Colonel Lewis E. 
Moore, to study the grade crossing problem and to make his recommenda- 
tions. It was Colonel Moore who developed the basic engineering plans for 
raising the Boston and Maine tracks. After Colonel Moore had rendered 
his report to the Selectmen a public hearing was held at the Town Hall 
November 28, 1945. At this meeting full study was made of the three 
principal alternative plans which were then considered feasible: the Moore 
plan (now in substance the State plan) to raise the tracks, the Kellaway 
plan and a revision of the old Vinal plan. This meeting was advertised 
by a full page notice, with illustrations, in the Star, and was very well 
attended. Those present voted in favor of raising the tracks by a vote 
of 486 for that plan as against 7 in favor of the Kellaway plan, and one 
in favor of the Vinal plan. A full report of the action at that time is found 
on page 107 of the Town Report for 1946. 


Proceeding on the basis of the foregoing votes and after a number of 
conferences with State engineers, the Selectmen petitioned the Department 
of Public Works to eliminate the crossing by raising the tracks. Unfor/ 
tunately, no State or Federal money was then available to finance this 
project but succeeding Boards of Selectmen kept in touch with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works reporting annually the results of their efforts. On 
August 30, 1950, Commissioner William F. Callahan publicly announced 
that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts planned to eliminate the Win- 
chester grade crossing by raising the tracks. A full report of this action, 
of its background and of the reasons for it, was made to the citizens by 
the then Board of Selectmen in a letter in the Star on September 8, 1950. 
Shortly after Commissioner Callahan’s announcement with regard to Win- 
chester, the engineering firm of Thomas Worcester, Inc. was retained by 
the State to develop engineering plans for the project. Over $76,000 has 
by now been spent by the State for the services of that firm and the en- 
gineering is very nearly complete. The principal question which remains 
to be determined by the State involves the location of temporary tracks 
for use by the Railroad during the course of construction. The final solu- 
tion may well be that the tracks will be temporarily relocated on the west 
side of the Center, so as to proceed along what is now Common Street, with 
a crossover to the east side at a point ‘about opposite the rear of the First 
National Store. 


Whatever the decision with regard to temporary tracks, it is expected 
that the period of construction will occupy from eighteen months to two 
years. Construction will be so scheduled that vehicular passage will con- 
tinue during most if not all of the time. 
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DESCRIPTION OF PROPOSED ELEVATION 


In any description of this project it should be borne in mind that some 
changes may have to be made in the details of construction, depending 
upon Commissioner Callahan’s final decision with regard to temporary re- 
location of the tracks. The following, however, is a description of the 
project in its current phase of planning. 


The tracks will begin to be raised at a point between 800 and 1,000 
feet south of Grove Place, reaching a height of about five feet above pres- 
ent grade at Wedgemere Station and a height of nineteen feet above 
present street grade in the Center. The tracks will descend gradually 
going north, reaching present grade on the Woburn loop at a point south 
of Swanton Street (so that the bridge there will be unchanged) and reach- 
ing grade on the main line at a point approximately 1,200 feet south of 
Cross Street. 


The embankment will be earthen except for the bridge structures and 
the retaining walls through the Center. At Wedgemere station Bacon 
Street will pass under the tracks. Swanton Street will also be lowered 
to pass under the main line of the tracks and this will cause Spruce Street 
to become dead-end at Swanton. ; 


Retaining walls of seam-faced granite will begin at a point approxi- 
mately 200 feet south of Winchester Station and continue north to a point 
at about the rear of the First National Store. The bridge span at the 
Center will be approximately 200 feet in length. The vertical dimension 
of the side walls of the bridge as it spans the Center will be approximately 
4 feet, 7 inches, so that the total height of the elevation at its highest point 
will be a little under 19 feet. Provision will be made for rotary traffic in 
the Center around the bridge supports which will probably be three in 
number and will be granite-faced. The passenger platforms at Winchester 
station will be reached by long gradual ramps. 


An important feature of the plan from a traffic and convenience stand- 
point is that Common Street will be extended through to Waterfield Road 
near the Post Office by an additional underpass. The width of the structure 
in the Center will be approximately 36 feet — the railroad right of way, 
incidentally, being approximately 60 feet wide. 


NEED FOR ELIMINATION OF GRADE CROSSING 
1. Physical Danger 


The Selectmen do not have in their files any list of the per- 
sons who have been killed or severely injured by trains during the 
history of the Winchester grade crossing. It is reported that a list 
once appeared in the Star of forty persons who lost their lives be- 
tween 1852 and 1914 on the Boston and Maine right of ‘way as it passes 
through the Town. A number of these persons undoubtedly were 
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pedestrians who were killed while crossing the tracks other than at 
the Center. The most recent fatality at the Center occurred in No- 

_ vember, 1949. One person was killed and another seriously injured in 
1944. In 1945 an automobile became stalled on the tracks and was 
struck by a train, although its occupants fortunately got out of the 
car in time and thus escaped injury. On a number of occasions within 
recent history trains have passed through the Center with the gates 
standing upright. The latest such recorded incident occurred in 
January 1949. 

In addition to the danger of fatalities on the tracks themselves, 
the delays which the gates at the.Center cause to fire apparatus an- 
swering alarms must be considered. In 1951 our fire apparatus was 
delayed for more than a minute on each of seven different occasions — 
four of these being delays of over two minutes. Often the gates are 
down for periods well in excess of two minutes. Within the past two 
weeks, for example, the gates have been down once for eight consecu- 
tive minutes and on another occasion for eleven consecutive minutes. 
Even such a relatively short period of time could be of critical impor- 
tance in the event of fire. In this connection, as well as in connection 
with the obstruction of traffic generally, it should be noted that in an 
average week day the gates are down for two hours and forty minutes, 
or more than 11% of the time. On March 18, 1952, a recent date se- 
lected at random, 87 trains passed through Winchester Center during 
the twenty-four hour period. 


2. Traffic Congestion 


The problem of traffic congestion is, of course, directly related 
to the danger of fatalities and to the delaying of fire equipment. Dur- 
ing the year 1950, the most recent year for which statistics are avail- 
able, vehicular counts made by the Traffic Division of the Department 
of Public Works revealed an average daily count of 26,509 automobiles 
crossing the tracks at Winchester Center. 


COST TO THE TOWN OF THE PRESENT PROJECT 


The total cost of the proposed elimination of the grade crossing by 
means of raising the tracks is estimated to be in excess of $4,000,000. 
This entire cost of construction, with the exception of the element of land 
damages, is to be borne by the State, with the possibility of contributions 
by the Federal government and by the Boston and Maine Railroad, if 
Commissioner Callahan decides to apply available Federal funds to this 
project rather than to some other project. That is a matter entirely with- 
in the Commissioner’s discretion and will have no effect upon the cost of 
the project to the Town of Winchester. By agreement of the Commissioner 
with the Board of Selectmen in 1950, Winchester’s financial contribution 
to this project will not in any: event exceed repayment to the State of 
whatever land damages may be incurred. The only permanent land dam- 
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ages which are presently contemplated will be the taking of a portion of 
the Winchester Drug Company building in order to construct a traffic 
circle of sufficiently large radius at the Center and the taking of narrow 
strips of land in order to give automobile access to the houses abutting the 
underpass at Swanton Street. By far the greater portion of the total land 
damages will be those involved in the temporary relocation of the tracks 
during the course of construction and it is not yet clear what part, if any, 
of these temporary damages the Commissioner will expect Winchester to 
pay. Nor is it possible at this time to make any statement as to what these 
damages will total because of the fact that no decision has as yet been 
made by the State concerning the location of the temporary tracks. 

The only figures which are obtainable at this time, and they do not 
bear any controlling relation to the extent of damages, are the assessed 
valuations of the property which would be taken under each of the alter- 
native methods of temporarily relocating the tracks. The assessed value 
of the property which would be taken were the tracks to be temporarily 
relocated on the west side of the Center is $62,367. The assessed value of 
the property which would be taken were the tracks to be temporarily re- 
located entirely to the east of the present line, so that it would be neces- 
sary to demolish the buildings on the west side of Thompson Street, would 
be $172,850. In the event that the tracks were temporarily relocated to 
the east rather than to the west of their present location, the temporarily 
relocated tracks would pass along Shore Road, going north from the 
Center. It would not be necessary to demolish any of the buildings on 
Shore Road but access to them on the Shore Road side would be limited 
to pedestrian traffic during the course of construction. The house at 
45 Spruce Street might also have to be abandoned or moved further from 
the temporary tracks if they are placed to the east rather than to the west. 

Commissioner Callahan is expected to announce his decision shortly 
with regard to temporary relocation of the tracks. It may then be pos- 
sible for the Board of Selectmen to arrive at a tentative agreement with 
the Commonwealth limiting to some definite figure the extent of Winches- 
ter’s liability to reimburse the State for damages. As was pointed out at 
the Town Meeting, it will then in any event be necessary for the Select- 
men to present such a proposed agreement to another Town Meeting for 
approval and appropriation of whatever funds are needed. 


NECESSITY FOR DECISION NOW 


It is important to bear in mind that the referendum on April 22 in- 
volves approval or disapproval of a grade crossing elimination project 
which is now actively in process. The necessary funds have been ear- 
marked by the State, engineering is virtually complete, and it is expected 
that construction will start this summer. This plan of eliminating the 
grade crossing by raising the tracks was determined upon by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works only after full approval by public hearing in Win- 
chester and only after it was determined that there is no other method of 
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eliminating the grade crossing which is feasible from an engineering and 
economic standpoint. The fact of the matter must be squarely faced that 
it is absolutely out of the question to depress the tracks rather than to 
raise them. This conclusion was reached by Colonel Moore (the consult- 
ing engineer retained by the Selectmen in 1944), by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad and by the Department of Public Works for at least three prin- 
cipal reasons, as follows: 


1. The grade of the Boston and Maine line as it heads north 
through and above Winchester is already so steep that if the tracks 
were to be depressed another twenty feet at Winchester Center the 
resulting incline going north from the Center would bcome the 
“ruling grade” on the Concord division of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. This would in turn limit the pay loads of trains and result 
in greatly increased operating costs to the Railroad. 


2. The Woburn loop would be eliminated. 


3. Because of the high water table north of the Center and 
the long gradual incline of the tracks which would be required, the 
cost of construction would be probably three times as great as under 
the present plan. 


Any other of the plans which have been suggested would involve 
permanent land damages far in excess of those which it is possible the 
Town will incur under the present plan. Furthermore it appears that the 
cost of constructing diversionary highways of the type contemplated 
under the Kellaway and Vinal plans would have to be borne entirely by 
the Town because the Department of Public Works has indicated that the 
present project of raising the tracks is the only project which it considers 
feasible and which it will finance. 

Should the Town by referendum overturn the vote of the Town Meet- 
ing members on this question the Department of Public Works would un- 
doubtedly discontinue the project, and it is fair to assume that no further 
funds would be allocated to the Winchester grade crossing within the fore- 
seeable future.
